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'Emergency 'forces city lay-off

Romulus Mayor James Stewart threatened to call a “state of emergency” in 
the ci ty if Council members didn’t raise the water rates to at least $5.50 per 1 ,000 
cubic teet at last night’s meeting. 

Threatened by the double-barrelled problem of a burgeoning financial crisis 
in the water and sewer department and a possible lawsuit from the City of 
Detroit, the outspoken mayor said he had no other alternative. 

“Some of the council members are making a mockery of the water issue,” 

Stewart said. “Some are just using it as a political football, hoping to capitalize 
on it to pick up a few votes in the coming election. ' ’ 

He stressed that not everyone on the city council felt that way, but enough, he 
said, to keep the water issue stagnant. 1 

Foremen sign their 
first work contract 


Department of Public Works’ 
foremen Roscoe Smith. A1 Britz and 
Sherman Yout$ey have signed a 
three-year contract with the city of 
Romulus, marking the first time 
they have been represented by a 
union. 

The new contract, negotiated over 
an eight-month period, was worked 
out by representatives of American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees, (ASFCME), 
local 23, and the city. 

Negotiating for the foremen were 
Smith and Leon Carroll. AFSCME 
officials, while City Attorney Peter 
O’Rourke and Councilman Robert 
Martin represented the city. 

Prior to the contract, the foremen 
were salaried employees, receiving 
the same benefits as other city 
workers. * According to the 
arrangement, it meant they 
received less at times than the 
workers they supervised. They also 
received noovertimepay despite the 
fact they worked more than 50 hours 


per week during the month of 
January. 

The new contract, according to 
Mayor James Stewart, gives the 
foremen a substantial wage 
increase, including overtime 
compensation for any time over 44 
hours a week. The foremen are paid 
hourly under the union contract. 

The three DPW foremen supervise 
approximately 30 employees, 
involved mainly with clearing of 
roads, grounds maintenance of 
municipal properties — 
including parks and cemetaries— 
and water and sev/er ~linc» 
maintenance. 

Speaking for his fellow foremen. 
Smith said, “We are very pleased 
with the contract we received. The 
negotiations were fair and we had 
very satisfactory dealings with Mr. 
Martin and Mrs. O’Rourke.” 

Stewart said he was happy with 
the settlement, adding, “I was well- 
pleased with the negotiations and I 
feel the end result will be beneficial 
to both city and foremen alike.” 


“We’ve given them all the information they need to make an intelligent 
decision. In fact, we’ve given them much more information than they really 
need but they still won’t act on it. The majority of the Council comes to three 
council meetings a month, and think they know the answers. They won’t take 
the time to come into city hall and try to understand what’s really going on.” 

The controversy rages on between administration and council, the former 
stressing the need for adequate funding to finance the water and sewer 
department while the latter says, that department is “overstaffed,” and wants 
Stewart to make some financial cuts. 

Stewart did just that Friday when he laid-off 21 Department of Public Works 
employees — 13 ceta workers and eight regulars. 

Compounding the difficulty, Romulus has just received a letter from the City

of Detroit stating it is three months past due in its water payments and owes 
Detroit $120,000 in bills, plus $5,000 in deliquent fees. 

“If no action is taken Tuesday night, I definitely plan to declare a state of 
emergency, call a public meeting and inform the people of just what’s going 
on,” Stewart said Monday. “I may not have any choice but to shut down the 
water and sewer department entirely. We inherited this problem from the 
previous administration, we didn’t create it — and it’s getting worse, not 
better.” 

Stewart said his la vine-off of 21 employees was in compliance with the wishes 
of a “Majority” of the City Council. “They asked me to show ‘good 
faith’ by making cuts and I complied with their request. I didn’t want to lay off 
these people — but I think Council is playing 'politics’ with people ’s jobs.” 

Stewart believes some members on the council are trying to make him “look 
Bad” before the coming election. “They’re trying to put a monkey on my back, 
but they’re the ones who are going to come out of this with egg on their face,” he 
says confidently. 

Referring to Detroit’s threat to shut the city’s water off, or even take us to 
court, the mayor alluded to section 12 of the agreement between the two 
municipalities. 

“Section 12 plainly says if we’re more than three months behind in our 
payments, they can shut our water off. In 10 days, they’ll be billing for January, 
which will make Romulus four month’s delinquent in its water payments,” he 
said. 

The first-term mayor admitted that it was “doubtful” that the five 
affirmative votes would be forthcoming Tuesday night to raise the water rates 
to $5.50 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

Councilwoman Beverly McAnally has declared she will not vote for any 
increase until an in-depth study is made. Fellow council member William 
Oakley says he will vote for some kind of increase while waiting for the in-depth 
study to be completed. 

After Stewart put the 21 DPW workers on the unemployment list Friday, 
several council members phoned his office to discuss the matter with him. The 
mayor wouldn’t comment on which council members he felt might support an 
increase to the $5.50 figure, but said he hoped common sense would prevail. 

Adding intrigue to the whole situation is the fact that Mrs. McAnally and 
^akley are strongly rumored to be candidates foi the mayor’s office in next 
fall’s election. 

Meanwhile, the impasse between the mayor and council continues to swamp 
Romulus in a flood of troubles. Charges and counter-charges fly back and forth 
and the public follows the comments, sifting the statements, trying to discover 
where the truth is. 

The 13 CETA employees are paid entirely with federal funds, both their 
employment and their unemployment compensation. However, the eight 
regular city DPW 1 laborers, who were given “pink slips” Friday, will receive 
unemployment compensaiion from the city, thus increasing the city’s overall 
loss of revenue without the benefit of work being done on the broken water 
mains which plague the city and are leaving many homes without water.

Cops look at capital punishment

Crime has been with us since the 
apple was stolen from the forbidden 
tree in Paradise, and since Cain took 
his brother Abel’s life. 

And it has fallen on a rare breed of 
person — the police officer — to 
constantly bear witness to the 
brutality man inflicts upon his fellow 
man. 

What do those officers, who daily 
see what man can do to others, think 
of the re-instatement of capital 
punishment ? 

Of those surveyed this week, the 
majority favored the return of the 
death penalty for the most brutal of 
man’s crimes against himself. 

An 8-year veteran of the Westland 
Police Department, Ptrl. Frank 
Visconi, currently working in the 
city’s Youth Energy Services 
Program, favors capital 
punishment, but feels more rigid jail 
sentences should a Iso be a part of its 
re-in-statement. 

“The courts should make the 
penalties stiffer, and they should 
follow through with them,” he said. 
“Prisons shouldn't be nice places. 

“We make them so nice, they (the 
criminals) want to go back.” Visconi 
supports the use of capital 
punishment for first degree murder, 
crimes against children and rape, 
as well as for the killing of a police 
officer. 

Ptrl. Louis Wojcik, a Westland 
Police officer of 9-years, who also 
spent four years with the military 
police, supports the re-instatement 
of the death penalty for “out and out 
killings”. 

He went on to say that a convicted 
murderer “deserves death quickly”, 
calling an extended stay on death 
row “cruel and inhumane”. 

'Tve looked at too many people 
whose rights have been violated by 
the criminal,” Wojcik continued. 


“But it should be limited to the 
ultimate crime. Le t society decide 
if the ultimate punishment should be 
levied.” 

Crimes Wojcik feelsshould call for 
. capital punishment include murder 
and violent acts a gainst children and 
women. 

Sgt. Robin Crosby,, who has been 
in police work more than 10 years, 
favored the re-instatement of capital 
punishment, but for crimes against 
specific persons — children. 

“I have mixed feelings about,” he 
said. “I think it should be applied for 
sex crimes against children”. He 
added that his feelings about the 
death penalty and other such crimes 
is due, “Probably because of my 
own children”. 

Crosby went on to say that for all 
other crimes, “if a life sentence is 
set, then it shobld be a life 
sentence”. 

“There’s too much room for 
mistake,” he concluded. “Capital 
punishment is final.” 

Insp. Paul Schnarr, who has 
logged 18 years as a police officer in 
Oak Park and the City of Westland, 
favors the death penalty, saying: 
“If the criminal extracts the 
supreme penalty (death to the 
victim), then he should receive the 
supreme punishment. If he takes a 
life, then he should give his own life 
in return.” 

He went on to say that a criminal 
“that kills someone, doesn’t 
deserve to be treated humanely”, 
adding: “What makes it right for 
somebody to take a life, when he 
knows he won’t have to give one?” 

Schnarr doesn’t believe that 
capital punishment will serve as a 
crime deterrent since “The real 
criminal still will continue, however, 
theguy that did (kill ) and did get the 
death penalty, isn’t going to do it 
again’’. 

Taking a stand against capital 
punishment was Cpl Michael 
Frayer, who believes “the state does 
not have the right to take a life”. 

“The laws and penalties presently 
on the books, if adhered to, are more 


than enough,” the 9-year police 
veteran said. “That means a 
sentence of life imprisonment should 
be life in prison in solitary 
confinement at hard labor.” 

Frayer, who feels capital 
punishment would not serve as a 
crime deterrent, added that in the 
case of executed murderer Gary 
Gilmore, the state “was a party to 
suicide/’ 

Another Westland officer favored 
the re-instatement of capital 
punishment for “the heavy five” — 
the crimes of kidnap, rape, armed 
robbery involving murder, murder 
and arson. 

The officen who wished to remain 
anonymous, went on to say that 
“there are too many repeaters”. 

“You see the same faces for the 
same felonies too often,” the 7-year 
police veteran said. “And all they 
get is a slap on the behind “We 
don’t have that much contact with 
repeaters on this department,” he 
added, saying that capital 
punishment “really would not be 
needed, if those sentences (set by 
law) were imposed by the courts” 

The consensus of the slx police 
officers interviewed at the Wayne 
Police Department favored the re- 
instatement of capital punishment, 
citing the certainty of punishment as 
a possible deterrent. 

“The present system we’re using 
in dealing with first-degree murder, 
where the criminal spends time in 
prison, isn’t getting results in 
stopping murder,” said Det Lt 
Dean Smith, 21 -year veteran and 
head of Wayne’s detective bureau 
“We need some change, and it 
appears that this would be the way 
to go 

“There is the possibility that this 
would reduce the number of 
murders in the state. Who really 
knows if it’s a deterrerl or not? But 
it would be a good idea if it could 
reduce the number of murders 

Acknowledging that some experts 
believe it does not deter enme, all 
the officers felt that it may make 
criminals “think twice” before 


committing such crimes as armed 
robbery. 

“Some hold-up murders are 
committed because the perpetrator 
doesn’t want to leave a witness,” 
said Cpl. Bill Davidson, 12-year 
veteran of the Wayne force. “Capital 
punishment may deter killing in 
such cases.” 

Davidson said he favors re- 
instatement of capital punishment to 
“deter needless killing” in cases of 
pre-meditated murder. 

Regarding the moral question of 
taking a life, Davidson added: “This 
person doesn’t deserve to be treated 
as a moral person. I don’t think 
society is unjust for doing the same 
thing to him that he did to another. 
He should know, before he commits 
the crime, that he is subject to this 
type of punishment.” 

Ptrl. John Colligan, an officer for 
5'- years, agreed that “certainty of 
punishment” is a point in favor of 
capital punishment. 

“We live in a society and set our 
own rules and norms for that 
society,” he said. “We appreciate 
the benefits of society, and if a 
person breaks the laws of society, 
he should expect some type of 
punishment. 

“He’s made his own decision 
(when he commits murder), and 
understands what the rules are The 
punishment should fit the crime ” 

The officers generally felt that the 
pre-meditated murder would be the 
crime that warrants death As a 
rule, they did not favor death in 
cases of rape or kidnapping, or 
other crimes where no human life 
was taken 

Det Fred Stafford, an 11 -year 
veteran of the department, added 
that in some cases attempted 
murder mi^it warrant the death 
penalty He said the decision on 
whether to sentence a convicted 
killer to death should be up to the 
jury, not the judge, in a trial 

Admitting that he would not want 
to be the one “to pull the switch” in 
executions, he noted that just as in 
war. w here soldiers shoot the enemy 


“for an honorable purpose”, capital 
punishment would likewise be done 
for the common good and defense of 
the general citizenry. 

He added that it is difficult to say 
whether or not death penalties are a 
deterrent, because there really 
hasn’t been a uniform application of 
the death penalty for many years. 

“If applied correctly, I would 
think it has to have some deterrent 
affect.” 

Manv of the officers mentioned 
particularly vicious murder cases, 
such as John Norman Collins’ 
conviction for the brutal killings of a 
number of young women in Ann 
Arbor several years ago. as 
deserving of such a penalty. 

The moral aspect of giving the 
state the right to take liuman life 
was addressed by Ptrl. Kenneth 
Kissel, 8-year veteran, who said he 
sees no moral conflict in such 
punishment. 

“I don’t agree with the 'eye for an 
eye’ idea, if I did, I wouldn’t have 
made it through the first year as a 
police officer,” he said “But the 
Bible does say we have to be subject 
to the government, and obey its 
laws We are to obey the laws of the 
land, and if we don’t we will perish 
by the sword.” 

Concerning the deterrent aspect 
of the death penalty, he added “I 
try to think of what I would do, and I 
know I’d think twice.’’ 

Lt Stanley Sak, an officer in the 
Wavne Department for 24 years, 
actaiowledged that there “is no way 
of getting a loved one back” through 
lilling the murderer, but added 
‘Why should this person be put back 
on the street and possibly give the 
same hardship to another person? 

“It’s true that two wTongs don’t 
make a right, but I don't consider 
this (death penalty for murderers) 
wrong Could you say that taking his 
life for his crime is wrong? I don’t 
consider it killing.” 

He added that mam’ prisoners are 
parolled for being an “ideal 
prisoner,” but that doesn't mean 
that prisoner has been rehabilitated 
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Water rates

Council issues declaration 


The Michigan Consumers Council 
has presented its "Consumer 
Declaration ot Rights and 


Responsibilities” to Gov. William 
MiUiken and the chairmen of the 
State House of Senate Consumer 


committees. 

"The declaration sets forth basic 
principles which we feel should

'We, the members... 


We, the members of the Michigan 
Consumers Council, believe there 
are certain inalienable rights of 
consumers in the marketplace. We 
recognize consumers also have 
certain responsibilities. 

The following declaration sets 
forth basic principles we have 
identified to help ensure equity and 
harmony in the marketplace. 

THE RIGHT TO BE INFORMED 

—If it is a business’s formal policy 
to deny refunds or to assess 
additional charges, a consumer 
should be alerted before the 
transaction take place. . 

—A product or its packaging 
should not mislead. 

—A drug or processed food should 
be leveled to indicate the percentage 
of each ingredient. 

—Any advertisement about 
products and services should 
provide only accurate, testable and 
non-misleading information. 
'Restrictions should not beplaced on 
a seller’s right to advertise. 

—At the time of a transaction, a 
consumer should be provided with 
•an itemized statement of all related 
charges and representations, 

—All interest charges on. 
transactions should be computed by' 
the same method. 

—A consumer should have access 
to information maintained by the 
government. 

—A manufacturer should alert 
consumers to any significant 
changes in a product’s make-up, 
operation, use or care instructions. 

—A manufacturer should 
advertise any serious safety risks 
associated with a product where a 
failure to advertise would pose a 
serious threat. 

—A seller should provide the 
manufacturer’s name of a new 
product upon request. 

THE RIGHT TO 
FAIR TREATMENT 

—A consumer should be informed 
of and given the opportunity to 
challenge any information collected 
about the consumer before it is 
disseminated to a third party for a 
fee. 

—A consumer should not be 
discriminated against on the basis of 
race, color, national origin, religion, 
marital status, physical handicap, 
sex, residence, age, vocation or 
sexual preference, unless there is a 
proven economic basis. 

—A consumer should be entitled 
to a refund from the seller if a 
product is not fit for the purpose for 
which it is designed or advertised. 

—A consumer suing for a refund 
should receive reasonable 
attorneys’ fees, if the refund is 
awarded. 

THE RIGHT TO GET 
YOUR MONEY’S WORTH 

—A product should be fit for the 
purpose for which it is designed or 
advertised. • 

—A warranty should state the 
identity of the pa„rty responsible for 
honoring it. 

—An advertised warranty should 
be available to a consumer prior to 
sale and should clearly state all 
conditions under which the warranty 
will be honored, including 
obligations of both the consumer and 


the party responsible for honoring it. 

THE RIGHT TO 
GOVERNMENT PROTECTION 
—A consumer should not be 
prohibited from knowingly and 
voluntarily waiving any rights in a 
consumer transaction. 

—A consumer’s possessions 
should not be repossessed, taken, 
attached or otherwise seized without 
providing for due process. 

—The government should prohibit 
barriers which limit entry into 
occupations unless the occupation 
seriously affects consumers’ health 
and safety. 

—The government should protect 
consumers against unfair 
monopolistic practices. 

—The government should regulate 
oil, natural or synthetic gas, water, 
electric, coal and nuclear industries 
to the extent necessary to assure 
present and future availability to 
consumers and to protect their 


health and safety. 

—A consumer who wins a lawsuit 
for damages caused by a violation 
of a statute should recover 
/ reasonable attorneys’ fees. 

THE RESPONSIBILITY TO: 

—Sign only documents which are 
understood. 

—Be able to provide 
documentation of any consumer 
transaction. 

—Read and follow directions in the 
use and maintenance of a product. 

—Promptly notify the seller of any 
dissatisfaction arising out of a 
transaction. 

—Notify an appropriate 
government agency of any legal 
violation arising out of a 
transaction. 

—Avoid excessive debt. 

—Pay for contracted goods and 
services which are consistent with 
'this declaration.

exist in the marketplace,” said 
Agnes Brynt, chairman of the 
council. *‘We believe they are 
necessary for a fair market-place 
which is the common goal of both 
honest business and responsible 
consumers. 

"Many of these principles already 
are included in the law, while others 
should stimulate thought and 
discussion and perhaps change.” 

The declaration represents more 
than a year of thorough and intense 
discussion as the council and its staff 
struggled to concretely determine 
what are the basic consumer rights 
and responsibilities, she added. 

Linda Joy, the council's executive 
director, said: “It is important to 
understand that the declaration does 
not have the force of law, nor is it 
proposed legislation. Rather, it lists 
me basic principles the council has 
identified as essential if fairness in 
the marketplace is to be preserved 
where it now exists— and extend to 
those instances where it does not 
now exist.” 

"While undoubtedlty not all 
consumer advocates nor everyone in 
business will agree with every point, 
this v document stands as a 
comprehensive guide for speaking 
on behalf of consumers.” she added. 

The document identifies consumer 
rights under four subheadings— the 
Right to Be Informed, the Right to 
Fair Treatment, the Right to Get 
your Money’s Worth and the Right to 
Government Protection. It also 
includes a section outlining 
consumer resoonsibilities. 

Each point in the declaration has 
been caregully worded to convey, as 
precisely as possible, what the 
Michigan Consumers Council 
believes to be basic rights and 
responsibilities, Miss Joy added.

Bills pile up 

'Politics' plagues Water Dept. 


Michael Herman, director of 
water and sewer billing for the City 
of Romulus, must feel like the odds 
are stacked against him. 

Not only has the youthful 
department head not been able to 
pay Detroit for the city’s last three 
month's water bills, he’s facing the 
coldest winter in nearly a century. 

It seems he’s getting it from the 
inside as well as outside. 

The Romulus City Council has 
refused to raise the water rates to 
what the latest auditing firm 
suggested, thus leaving Herman’s 
department in a state of being “flat 
broke”. And while the young man 
leaves “Politics” to others in City 
Hall, he ’quietly agrees that 
the Water and Sewer Department is 
going farther into the hole 
financially every day. 

But Herman just Hashes his 


friendly smile and continues to do 
the best job he can, a job that is 
getting harder and harder by the 
day. 

The citizens’ referendum that 
prompted City Council to rescind its 
recent 39 percent increase in water 
rates has only added to the financial 
crunch felt by the Water and Sewer 
Department. 

Due to the cancellation of the 39 
percent increase. Mayor James 
Stewart has laid off 21 Department 
of Public Works (DPW) employees 
— 13 CETA people and eight regular 
workers. 

‘This latest move has caused us to 
switch two of our meter readers to 
helping the depleted DPW crews fix 
broken water mains,” Herman said. 
“That leaves us only one man to 
read meters and one service man.” 

As a result of being short-handed, 


Herman said the one man reading 
meters will only be able to read 
outdoor meters. He’s requesting 
residents who have inside meters to 
read their own meter and report the 
reading to the Water and Sewer 
Department at 941-0666, ext. 37, 38, 
39 and 74. 

Herman said the streets effected 
basically are south of 1-94. 

“During December Romulus had 
32 water main breaks a nd at least 20 
more during January, with breaks 
being reported on an average of 
almost one a day," he aaaea. me 
city’s water bill from Detroit was 
$30,000 more in December than it 
was in November, mainly due to 
broken water lines.” 

Even now, there are homes in 
Romulus without water due to 
broken water lines, and very few 
workers to fix them. 


The Water and Sewer Department 
received a letter last week from the 
City of Detroit, saying it was three 
months late in its water payments, 
totaling $120,000 in bills and $5,000 
delinquent charges. 

That’s not the only problem 
Herman faces. He’s been left 
holding a stack of unpaid bills, 
totaling some $466,000 to all 
creditors of the Water and Sewer 
Department. And these people want 
their money. » 

But the Water and Sewer 
Department insists it doesn’t have 
any money to pay the nearly half 
million dollars in debts, and the law 
forbids paying them out of the city’s 
general fund 

Herman reminded residents that 
the correct way to read their water 
meter is left to right.

Ceiling collapses

at District Court

The doddering, delapidated 34th 
District Court on Eureka Road in 
Romulus suffered yet another 
indignity in its old age. Now in its 
75th year, the ancient white frame 
former schoolhouse with the peeling 
paint on the outside, had its furnace 
go out on the weekend of Jan. 29-30. 

There was no heat in the building 
on Monday and Tuesday of last 
week, so no cases could be held by 
Judge James B. Stone. While the 
heat was off, the water pipes froze 
and an air-conditioning unit leaked 
water on the dry wall ceiling. 

Someone noticed that the ceiling 
was sagging on Tuesday. On 
Wednesday when employees came 
to w'ork, a 10by-10-foot section of 
ceiling had fallen to the floor, 
leaving a large, black hole in the 
white ceiling. 

Five Romulus Department of 
Public Works employees were called 
in last Wednesday and had the 
damage repaired in about five 
hours, and Judge Stone held court in 
Judge Henry Zaborowski’s 
courtroom while the latter was

conducting 29th District Court cases 
in Wayne for Judge John C. Seiler. 

“The DPW workers did a fantastic 
job,” said Court Clerk Charles 
Walls. “The cost in materials 1 
understand, was very nominal and 
they had it fixed in a very short 
time,” 


The inside was completely 
remodeled on July 7, 1969, but the 
ancient building is “on its last legs,” 
according to Walls. 

Romulus has received a federal 
grant of $931,000 to build a new 34th 
District Courthouse on four acres of 
ground next to City Hall at the Civic 
Center. Work on the new court is 


expected to start in the early spring. 

Walls, who has served the 34th 
District Court fora long time, smiles 
at the thought of a nice, new 
building. 

“No one could be happier than we 
are,” he said, referring to the 
workers who have suffered through 
many problems of the court’s “old 

age”. 

A week earlier, on Jan. 28, DPW 
workers experienced the same 
feeling of seeing their building 
damaged — not by leaking pipes, but 
by 50 mile-per-hour winds. Strong 
winds, coming from the west, 
entered the doors of the DPW 
building at 34100 Goddard Road and 
battered the north wall of the 
structure. 

Although no one vyas hurt and only 
minor damage was done, it still will 
cost close to $5,000 to repair the 
cinder block wall that was shaken 
loose at the top, DPW officials 
estimate. 

The north wall of the 8-year-old 
building is in a storage areas but no 
equipment was damaged. Insurance 
will cover the cost of repairing the 
building, except for the initial $500.

Romulus Fire Chief John Wilhide 
is extremely pleased with City 
Council’s adoption of Building 
Officials and Code Administrators 
(BOCA) fire prevention code 

A nationally-respected and high- 
caliber fire prevention code, BOCA 
covers not only residential homes 
and businesses but every phase of 
fire protection. 

“I think it’s a real good code, but 
we’ll have to study it thoroughly to 
see if there’s any area the council 
will have to make it more strigent,” 
Wilhide said. 

The fire ordinance covers all the 
roads in Romulus, empowering the 
city to designate fire lanes on 
every street, including those on 
private property 

Wilhide said the fire lanes will be 
designated according to the width of 
each street. Streets not exceeding 22 
feet in width will have no parking on 
them Streets not exceeding 32 feet 
will have no parking on the fire 
hydrant side of the street. 

Wilhide added: “Any street over 
32 feet wide will have parking on 
both sides of the street unless it 
creates a hazard and then that 
will have to be checked into.” 

“This ordinance empowers the 
city to designate fire lanes on 
private property, such as apartment 
complexes, auditoriums, churches, 
hospitals, convalescent homes, 
shopping centers and all other 
areas, the veteran Fire Chief 
explained “The fire prevention code 
book is about an inch thick and will 
take time for us to study it, but it is a 
very good code and I feel it w ill help

Kelley orders 


firms to stop 
AAA boycot 


Four local towing firms were 
among 25 members of the 
Downriver Towing Association 
which were slapped with a cease and 
desist order by Attorney General 
Frank Kelley who charging that the 
organization illegally boycotted 
members of the American 
Automobile Association of Michigan 
(AAA). 

Kelley said: “The purpose of this 
illegal boycott is to raise the prices 
of towing services charged to AAA 
members. The law in our state does 
not allow a group of independent 
businesses to join together in this 
type of activity.” 

Kelley’s order stems from a 
communication signed by alleged 
members of the Downriver Towing 
Association directed to AAA. That 
communication said members of the 
association would not provide road 
and towing services unless the rates 
for both were increased. 

It is not known if all members of 
the Downriver Towing Association 
signed the communication. 

The cease and desist order 
requests that each of the businesses 
charged enter into a consent 
agreemeht with Kelley’s office to the 
efffect that they will stop the 
boycott. 


Kelley said: ”1 am hopeful that 
these businesses will voluntarily 
agree to stop this illegal action. But 
if they do not, this cease and desist 
order is the necessary first step 
before starting court action to gain a 
permanent injunction against this 
illegal boycott, and to recover the 
$50 per day penalty called for in the 
order.” 

"Any individual business can ask 
AAA to raise the fees they receive 
for providing service to AAA 
members,” Kelley said, ’’however 
they cannot use the coercive means 
of a group boycott to get those higher 
prices. 

“A boycott by a group of 
individual businesses tampers with 
the means by which prices are 
determined by the free enterprise 
system. 1 will not permit that 
tampering.” 

The cease and desist order 
affected Ralph Burkhrat of 
Burkhart’s Garden City Texaco, 115 
Merriman Road, Garden City; 
Gordon R. Dougherty of Doc’s 
Standard, 37330 Huron River Drive, 
New Boston; Norman Parker of 
Mike’s Sunoco, 27410 Ford Road, 
Garden City;, and Ernie Porter of 
Ernie’s Towing and Collision Inc., 
36110 Van Born Road, Wayne. 


Delay of state aid 
dismays MASB 


The Michigan Association of 
School Administrators (MASA) and 
the Michigan Association of School 
Boards (MASB) have expressed 
dismay over a recent announcement 
from the State Treasury 
Department that half of the 
February school aid payment will 
be delayed up to five or six months 
because the state does not have 
enough cash on hand. 

Erwin Davis, ^lASA president 
and superintendent of the Genesee 
Intermediate School District, 
pointed out that the delay from the 
state would require many local 
districts to borrow money in order 
to meet their financial obligations. 

“School districts also have cash 
flow problems,” said Davis. “And 
they will have to borrow separately 
and at varying rates of interest. It 


seems that the problem could have 
been resolved a lot more efficiently 
if the State Treasury Department 
had secured one loan to resolve this 
temporary cash flow problem.” 

John Dodge MASB president and 
member of the Haslett Board of 
Education, agreed with Davis and 
further emphasized that “one loan 
taken by the state obviously would 
be at a lower interest rate resulting 
in an overall savings to the taxpayer 
of Michigan”. Dodge a Iso expressed 
concern that there was no advance 
notice of the Treasury Department’s 
decision. 

He pointed out that the Treasury 
Department has been splitting state 
aid payments for over a year 
causing school districts to borrow on 
many occasions in the past.

As a group they are 
discriminated against. 
Individually they are also the 
victims of discrimination. 
What was their offense 
against society?

Your wallet 
and the 
public purse

If a criminal knocked you down in 
the street and stole $50 from your 
wallet or purse, you’d be outraged. 
You’d talk about it for years. You’d 
never forget it. 

When corrupt government 
officials steal millions from you, you 
read about it, shake your head in 
disgust and then dismiss it from 
your mind. Why? If you think the 
money stolen by corrupt 
government officils isn’t being lifted 
from your wallet, you’d better think 
again. 

Tliere are a lot of honest 
politicians. Thank God, they exist. 
But the dishonest ones also exist. 

If we’re going to do anything about 
them, we’ll have to begin with some 
basic preventive measures. One is to 
require our top officials— elected 
and appointed— to disclose their 
financial holdings. Citizens have a 
right to know whether their public 
officials have a personal financial 
stake in the very matters on which 
they’re making official decisions— in 
other words, whether they have a 
conflict of interest. 

The Government’s own 
inspectors— the General Accounting 
Office— recently uncovered 
hundreds of such conflicts of interest 
in the executive branch 
bureaucracy. They found, among 
other things, 

• that an oil engineer in the 
Interior Department, responsible 
for monitoring oil company 
operations on leased lands, had 
owned stock since 1971 in major oil 
companies operating oit leased 
lands; 

• that a Civil Aeronautics Board 
employee, responsible for approving 
air fare requests, owned stock in a 
firm engaged in air charter, air taxi 
and flight services; 

• that a Federal Maritime 
Commission district official held 584 
sliares of stock in a company which 
was regulated by the Commission 
and had maritime operations in his 
district; 

• that only seven out of the 125 
Federal Power Commission officials 
required to file a financial statement 
in 1973 actually did so; 

• that the Civil Aeronautics 
Board procedures are so vague that 
noCAB official filed a report in 1970, 
1971 or 1973. 

In one agency after another, the 


GAO found that nobody had set 
down a definition of what a conflict 
of interest was, that financial 
statements were not being reviewed, 
and that follow up remedial action 
was hardly ever taken. 

The situation in the Congress is as 
unsatisfactory as it is in the 
Executive Branch. Congressional 
disclosure requirements are so weak 
that the public can have only the 
vaguest information on the extent of 
our lawmakers’ financing holdings. 
We do know that in 1974, ' 

• 86 Representatives had 
interests in banks; 

• 48 had investments in the top 
100 defense contractors; 

• 66 House members were 
receiving income from their law 
firms. 

The kind of disclosure law we need 
would not assert that such outside 
financial interests are necessarily 
improper. It would just insist that 
they be publicly disclosed. * 

Let us be clear about what is 
needed in the way of disclosure. 
Citizens do not need to know a public 
official’s net worth. It tells them 
nothing of significance for the 
political process. Nor do citizens 
need to see an official’s income tax 
form. 

Citizens do need (ok now where the 
public official gets his or her income 
(specific stocks owned, real 
property, etc ). And they need to 
know approximately the extent of 
the holdings. For example, if the 
official receives income from a law 
firm, a disclosure statute might 
require that he specify whether it is 
in the range between $1,000 and 
$10,000 per year, between $10,000 and 
$50,000, between $50,000 and 
$1000,000 or over $100,000. 

Some federal officials argue that 
requiring them to disclose their 
personal finances is a gross invasion 
of privacy. But no official is coerced 
into public service. If they 
voluntarily assume responsibility 
for decisions affecting large 
amounts of our tax dollars, we must 
ask that they 'give us certain basic 
information on their own finances. It 
just makes sense.

arguments was, that as a 
group the seniors did not

That situation has 
remained with us too long. 
Our seniors — our own 
mothers and fathers — have 
provided our society with 


their talents for many years. 
They did so, just as we do 
today, for the purpose of 
trying to, improve the life 
style of those they love. 

It is time that society 
started a campaign to make 
things easier for our elderly. 
If society decrees that you 
may not engage in 
productive enterprise after 
you have reached a certain 
age, then society should also 
provide the means for the 
elderly to at least survive 
with dignity, after reaching 
that milestone. 

It is encouraging to note 


that of late there has been 
movement in that direction 
by our lawmakers. 

The plight of senior 
citizens is slowly becoming a 
cause that is attracting more 
followers. It Is becommlng a 
cause that even politicians 
can rally behind without 
fear. 

A case in point. 

Senator Riegle has 
introduced a bill in the U.S. 
Senate, which if approved by 
Congress would establish 
income maintenance for 
senior citizens. 

Riegle's bill, S-490, would 


increase Federal 
Supplemental Security 
Income above the poverty 
level. 

In Lansing, Rep. Varnum 
has introduced legislation 
which if approved would 
provide for the sale, to senior 
citizens, of utility stamps. 

These stamps would be 
used for the payment of 
utility bills encured by our 
senior citizens. 

We support both Riegle's 
bill and Varnum's proposal. 
The seniors have paid their 
dues. It is time for the rest of 
us to pay ours. 


Health Beat 

A nurse 


“There is one thing which must be 
stressed. I am a registered nurse, 
and I am a male of the species homo 
sapiens. And, I prefer the 
description in that order.” 

The speaker was Joseph F. 
Latham, RN, Director of Nursing at 
the PCHA Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne. 

“So often you hear the term ‘male 
nurse’ used to describe some one 
like myself. I feel as uncomfortable 
about that description as I do when I 
hear some one say ‘female doctor’ to 
indicate a physician who just 
happens to be a lady,” he said. 

“Being a male in the profession 
definitely has distinct advantages,” 
he said, “in that I’m more mobile, 
and obviously I’ve not had to 
interrupt my career for child 
bearing as happens to so many RN’s 
who are female.” 

Latham holds a Masters in 
Nursing Administration granted by 
Wayne State University, and a 
Bachelors in Psychology and 
Sociology awarded by The 
University of Michigan. 

He said that his original career 
objective was to become a 
physician; however, military 
service, marriage, and parenthood 
made their demands and he instead 
opted for a career in nursing. 

Latham worked for 11 years at 
Hurley Hospital in Flint— his home 
town — before joining PCHA at the

Beyer Memorial Hospital in 
Ypsilanti in April of 1973. He has 
been at Annapolis since November 
of 1976. 

As Director of Nursing, he is 
responsible for the nursing service 
offered to patients through the many 
departments: OB-GYN, OR, ER, 
Pediatrics, ICU-CCU, CSR, and In- 
Service Instruction. 

He said that of the approximate 
1100 employees at Annapolis 
Hospital, a little more than 500 are in 
the nursing service. According to 
Latham, this proportion is generally 
the case in any hospital — 
somewhere between 50 to 65 percent 
of a hospital’s employee 
complement will be assigned to 
nursing. 

Indeed, the budget for the nursing 
service is the coming fiscal year will 
approach $1 million. 

During his progress up the career 
ladder, Latham has moved from 
technical aide, to bedsi.de nurse, to 
assistant director, and finally to the 
chief administrative position in a 
major hospjtal. 

He said that in his judgment a 
nurse who has amibitons to be a 
director must possess three 
important attributes: “Obviously, 
one must be highly knowledgeable; 
not only in the constantly changing 
clinical aspects of technical nursing, 
but also in the science and art of 
adminstration. 


“Secondly, one must be able to 
apply the knowledge gained from 
books — you must develop skills in 
practical application, in the 
techniques of organization, and of 
paramount importance, you must be 
able to articulate your positions both 
verbally and in writing. 

“The third attribute, and perhaps 
the most important, is that an 
administrator must have the ability 
to lead. 

“Leadership takes several forms. 
As a leader, you must respect the 
persons who serve as your 
subordinates, and as a leader, you 
must be prepared to make the 
sometimes ‘hard decisions’ which 
mu^t be made 

“And as a leader, you must be 
innovative and not at all satisfied 
with the staus quo. You must 
constantly analyze your role and the 
services you are expected to provide 
to find better, more efficient ways of 
doing business. 

“Complacency is the antithesis of 
progress.” There is one more thing 
about him that he asked be 
mentioned: Joe Latham is a Black 
man. 

“I’m really three minorities,” he 
laughed, “I’m a male in a 
predominatly female profession, 
I’m a Black and I’m part American 
Indian.” 

He said he was convinced that he 
had not suffered any damaging 
overt prejudicial treatment during 


his career. 

“People must understand,” he 
said, “that I’ve spent 11 years in 
college — sometimes at tremendous 
personal sacrifice — to get where I 
am today.” 

“TTiere is room a t the top for those 
who are willing to prepare 
themselves to accept the 
responsibilities which go hand in 
hand with the privileges of top-level 
adminstrative positions.” 

H?said that he hoped he could be a 
model for other minorities — a 
success story which says “you can 
do it.” 

But he emphasized, however, that 
his principal goal is to be 
remembered as a model for his 
profession. 

“When I talk to an employee, a 
physician, a patient, or anyone else, 
I don’t see color. I see another 
human being asking for advice or 
assistance, and I try to respond to 
these people with the sensitivity I 
feel we all should demonstrate in 
this adventure of life.” , 

Latham lives in Westland with his 
wife Monica and his three 
daughters. And it was Monica which 
perhaps best summed up her 
feelings about Joseph Latham. RN. 

When once asked how it felt to be 
married to a male nurse, she replied 
with a twinkle in her eye, “Joe is a 
nurse, and a good one and Joe is a 
man, and a good one!...”

From the State House 

State funding — 

an even chance 


Of the nearly $1-Vfe billion the 
Stateof Michigan will provide for its 
public schools in 1976-77, nearly one- 
sixth will go to pay Social Security 
and retirement costs for school 
employees. Another one-sixth will go 
into such ‘‘categorical” forms of 
state aid as transportation, special 
education, compensatory education, 
vocational education, etc. 

The remaining two- thirds will go 
into provisions that strive to 
“equalize” the revenue-raising 
ability of the school districts and 
thus eliminate tax-base wealth as a 
factor in determining the type 
of education a child receives. 

The largest such provision, under 
which an estimated $967 million will 
be allocated in 1976-77, is the basic 
membership aid formula. It 
guarantees each school district a 
state-local total of $43.90 per pupil on 
each of the first 20 mills levied for 
operation in the district and $39.60 on 
each of the next 8 mills. 

As has been mentioned, districts 
vary widely in terns of their 
revenue-raising ability, which 
depends on the tax base or “SEV” 


behind each child. In the Chelsea 
school district, with an “SEV” per 
pupil” of $38,806, each mill levied 
brings in about $38.81 per pupil; 
while in the neighboring Milan 
district, with an SEV per pupil of 
$27,277, each mill brings in less than 
$37.28 per pupil. 

By levying 24.01 mills, the Milan 
district will thus realize $654.93 per 
pupil in local revenue. By levying 
just slightly more, 24.72 mills, the 
Chelsea district will bring in fully 
$959.29 per pupil. Obviously, this 
sizable difference in local revenue 
does not result from any great 
difference in the self-taxing “effort” 
being made in the districts. It stems 
chiefly from the difference in tax 
base. 

The guarantee in the state formula 
compensates for this difference. All 
districts that levy 24.01 mills are 
guaranteed $1,036.80 per pupil. 
($43.90 X 20, plus $39.60 X 4.01.) All 
districts that levy 24.72 mills are 
guaranteed $1,064.91 per pupil. 
($43.90 X 20, plus $39.60 X 4.72.) So 
Milan receives $381.87 per pupil in 
state membership aid, while

Chelsea receives $105.62. 

About 8 percent to 9 percent of the 
pupils of the state live in school 
districts where the local yield for 
each mill levied exceeds the state- 
local guarantee the state can make 
for other districts. For example, the 
Ann Arbor district has $47,096 in 
“SEV” behind each child. Each mill 
levied there will bring in nearly 
$47.10 per pupil, which is more than 
the $43.90 and $39.60 the state can 
guarantee other districts on their 
levies. Such “out of formula” 
districts receive no basic 
membership aid. They do, however, 
receive the same categorical aid for 
transportation, special education, 
vocational education, etc, as other 
districts, and the same state 
payments of Social Security and 
retirement costs. 

Unlike local revenues, which must 
all come from the various types of 
property taxes, the state revenues 
used in support of the schools come 
from a wide variety of sources. 
Nearly half of the state funding 
comes from an “earmarked” School 
Aid Fund, which is made up of 60 


percent of the sales tax, 2 cents of 
cigarette tax and a 4 percent excise 
tax on liquor. All of the rest comes 
from the state’s General Fund, 
which is made up of all unrestricted 
state taxes - the personal income 
tax, the new Single Business Tax, 
the remainder of the sales tax, and 
many miscellaneous and minor 
sources, such as the Michigan 
lottery. 

A great many people still wonder 
why lottery revenues cannot be used 
as the major source of support for 
the schools, thus relieving the 
demands upon the property tax and 
other sources. The answer is (hat, as 
part of the General Fund, lottery 
revenues are indeed used for the 
schools, but the lottery has never yet 
netted more than $80 million a year. 
This is little more than 2.2 percent of 
the $3.5 billion the schools will need 
as revenue in 1976-77. I have 
consistently advocated that we 
earmark lottery funds for education 
so as to end public confusion on this 
issue.

Mayor Stewart talks about water rates 


First, I would like to heartily 
commend Editor Fassett’s recent 
decision to provide elected officials 
a regular, established forum for 
discussion of issues and exchange of 
opinion. 

Regrettably, my first occasion to 
utilize this offer must deal with the 
most pressing, serious problem 
facing the citizens of Romulus: the 
Water and Sewer Department’s 
continuing operational 
indebtedness. 

A brief, historical review will 
serve to illustrate the severity of the 
present situation. 

The City of Romulus purchases 
water from the City of Detroit. Since 
1967, the amount charged Romulus 
by the City of Detroit has risen 268 
percent. However, the citizens of 
Romulus have not been charged a 
single rate increase for water 
services! 

As a result, the City of Romulus 


Water and Sewer Department has 
been forced to deficit spend over the 
past five years, to a current 
operating deficit of approximately 
$700,000, with an estimated $1 
million spending deficit by June 30, 
1977. 

The City Council has received 
documentation of this growing 
indebtedness from three separate 
auditing firms, on five different 
occasions, yet has failed to take 
effective action. 

The City of Romulus has not been 
able to pay its’ water bills to the City 
of Detroit since September, 1976; 
and currently owes more than 
$125,000, including penalties. 

‘ Under a contract agreement with 
Detroit, if bills are left outstanding 
for three months or rriore, all water 
services can be terminated. This 
week, Detroit will be billing 
Romulus for its January, 1977 water 
usage. Thus further increasing the 


balance due. 

Contrary of recent charges by 
Councilperson McAnally, the cause 
of this indebtedness is not a result of, 
“excessive administration 
charges,” or ’’the cost of increased 
personnel...” 

In fact, there are fewer city 
employees now than under the 
previous administration. Several 
recent positions, in other 
departments, were made available 
under federal programs; without 
adding any additional burden to the 
Water and Sewer Department or to 
the taxpayer. 

Within the past six months, I 
instructed Water Sewer Department 
head, Dave Paul to try to keep 
overtime to a minimum, except in 
extreme emergenices - to reduce 
purchases and to do whatever was 
necessary administratively in order 
to hold down costs. 

In a further attempt to keep costs 


down, I was forced to lay off 21 
workers from the Water and Sewer 
Department last Friday, a move 
that will force curtailment of city 
services during this record-breaking 
winter. 

Since taking office in November, 
1975, I have repeatedly urged the 
Council to take prompt action to 
adopt a new water and sewer 
ordinance. 

After many months of discussion, 
the Council finally instituted a 
temporary, stop-gap increase in 
water rates by 39 percent in 
November, 1976. However, this 
increase was subsequently repealed. 

This last action brings us to the 
present crisis situation, which may 
soon result in a termination of all 
water services to the citizens of 
Romulus. 

Therefore, at last Tuesday’s 
Council meeting, I was forced to 
declare a ‘State of Emergency’ for 


the City of Romulus. 

I reported, at that meeting, that 
the city must borrow approximately 
one million dollars immediately in 
order to cover current unpaid bills. I 
also noted, that, according to a 
Michigan Sate auditor, the City of 
Romulus is legally prohibited from 
borrowing any money or to float any 
bonds as long as the City of Romulus 
is forced to charge less for water 
than it is charged by the City of 
Detroit. 

Therefore, I proposed that the City 
Council approve a new ordinance 
which increases the water rate to 
$5.50 per 1,000 cubic feet, as 
recommended by Mrs. John Burtt, a 
CPA with leer man, Johnson and 
Hoffman at a special meeting of the 
Council on November 11, 1976. 

Furthermore, I will recommend 
that the Council approve a complete 
rate study to be completed by the 
established firm of Ayres, Lewis,

Norris and May of Ann Arbor, I will 
also propose that the results of that 
study should be binding on the 
council, and that the rate suggested 
in the study be implemented upon its 
completion. 

Failure of the Council to take 
immediate and decisive action on 
1 my proposals, will force me to take 
this matter directly to you, the 
citizens. 


Belleville High 's problems are very real 


To the Editor : 

Congratulations are in order for the Van Buren Board of Education and the 
administration of Belleville High School. Once again they have moved swiftly 
and effectively to stamp out the drug problem at B.H.S. 

“If I can close my eyes, then it’s not really there.” 

Consistency is one of the Van Buren school system’s most remarkable traits. 
It’s incredible to believe its views and attitudes are the same now as they were 
two years ago, four years ago, 25 years ago. 

When the story of Jan. 23 broke, its aftereffects were not so hard to foresee. 
Alarm and dismay on the part of the board, demands by the superintendent, 
promises by the administrators. What was shocking and disheartening to read 
were the personal attacks launched by board members and the complete 
turnabout by one of the finest educators in the Van Buren school system, 
assistant principal Carlos Florido. 

These are not the views of an outsider totally removed from the Belleville 
situation. As a 1975 graduate of B.H.S. I helped organize and run the Student 
Service Center. It was here that I gained many of my observations and 
experiences: drug overdoses, runaways, suicides. Belleville — the stories I 
could tell you about yourself would curl your hair. But then, who would believe 
me? Things like that don’t happen in Belleville. The school board has outlawed 
them. 

David Whiting’s investigation into the drug problem at B.H.S. was the finest 
piece of reporting the Press has ever done on the situation in the Van Buren 
school system. For the first time it studied the problem where it really exists: 
not in John Ford’s office but in the hallways and parking lots of Belleville High 
School. 

The article was fair, unbiased and in-depth. There was still one more aspect 
that upset the Board and administration. It spoke the truth. 

For many people the truth is too ugly to believe, and why look at a mound of 
garbage when the clean white snow covers it so nicely? 

By attacking Bob Harkai, closing down the Student Service Center and 
moving his office up front with the big kids, the Board and administration have 
ironically made the problem more visable. Instead of allowing a student to 
relax and “come down” in the Center, assistant principals Larry Tabor and 
Carlos Florido will now be better able to spot drug users; they ’ll be the students 
passed out in the west wing or throwing their guts up in the boys’ john. 

Not very pretty, is it? 

Harkai has become everyone’s whipping boy ; as if he is the sole cause of the 
drug problem at B.H.S. Wrong again Bob Harkai is one of the best things ever 
to come along in dealing with Belleville’s drug problem. Ask the dozen or so 
people that are still alive today because Bob was able to rush them to the 
hospital before it was too late. 


Harkai is being accused of badgering Press reporter Whiting into covering 
the story. Nothing could be farther from the truth. I was present on two 
occasions when Press reporters called Bob and staff member Barry 
Henderson. This is The Press’ story, not Bob’s. 

It has been charged that “Bob Harkai is motivated... for Bob Harkai; for 
more money or something like that.” Check your records, James Sayre. What 
administrator failed to receive a raise this year? How near the bottom of the list 
is Harkai when it comes to salary, teachers or administrators? Is it fitting 
wages for a man who sits on Gov. Miliken’s Committee on Substance Abuse and 
is Respected as an expert in his field wherever he travels in the state? 

As being in it for the money, would you rush out of your home at two in the 
morning after being awakened by a frantic voice on the end of a phone line, 
hysterical with fear that her friend was dying of a PCP overdose? I’ve seen Bob 
Harkai do it. 

In some community circles Board member James Sayre is a respected 
businessman and civic leader. Normally it would be too incredible to believe 
that someone is his position would resort to such personal attacks as he has 
done with Harkai and Henderson. Toassaualt a man’s integrity and pride is one 
matter, but to dredge up memories of 17-year-old boy’s late father and accuse 
him of being a hatchetman is inexcusable. 

How responsible is it for Superintendent Dale Kaulitz to announce to one 
mother that no parents would join him for a visit to The Press, but in fact 
transport a handpicked group of 15 (including three “concerned parents”) to 
Ypsilanti for a meeting with a Press reporter? 

And this matter of only 30 students at B.H.S. being involved with hard drugs. 
30 students? I’ve seen that many come and go in one school day. Wise up, 
concerned parents, the number is tenfold that. 

Higher echelon commands have been a constant source of difficulty for the 
Student Service Center. Monthly reports were demanded by administrators and 
board members. Once provided they were totally ignored, never questioned. 
Outrageous demands were made that the SSC would serve as a pipeline to turn 
in drug users to the front office This was a particularly intelligent proposal. To 
give information you must receive information, and you don’t receive 
information by turning your informant over to the authorities. 

The attitude of the Board and the administration has always been one of “See 
no evil, hear no evil, speak no evil.” At a time of crisis the order of the day has 
been ‘Heads will roll!” Unfortunately the royality is almost totally ignorant of 
what comprises its kingdom, in this case the Center. The graphic pornography 
Kaulitz refers to is a 10-page pamphlet on venereal disease published by the 
State Public Health Department In my two years as an SSC staff member, 
principal John Ford had never stepped a foot inside our facility And still they 
wonder why they don’t know anything. Perhaps they never listened 


What is the saddest, most distressing aspect of this whole mess is the 

complete about-face done by assistant principal Carlos Florido. The Student 
Service Center has never enjoyed a closer friend in the front office than Carlos. 
At times he was our staunchest and, in some cases, only defender. When budget 
cuts had to be made, Carlos fought tooth and nail to save the SSC. If there was 
ever one man who would be expected to help carry the Center’s banner at a time 
like this, Carlos Florido would be that man 
As a close personal fiend of mine for the past four years, Carlos has shared 
6ith me many of his greatest hopes and fears on the lot of Belleville High 
School. During the past year he voiced his concern over the mental health of 
B.H.S. and what can be done to insure its preservation Time and again he was 
praised the job Bob and the Center are doing, stating if it weren’t for the SSC, 
tensions in the building would be at a constant pressure cooker level, perhaps 
one degree away from blowing the lid off his high school. 

Carlos Florido is one of the few reasons B.H.S. has been able to progress in 
the last few years. His insights, philosophies and proposals have been at the 
forefront of Belleville’s march forward, especially at a time when regression 
would seem to be the more likely avenue And now, a man whose dreams and 
aspirations were once ideals to behold and admire, whose compassion and 
understanding for a troubled teenager were unequaled in this system, whose 
beliefs and philosophies were models for us all to esteem, has lowered himself 
to publicly attacking his school body president and placing a “public address 
system” before the well-being of his students. 

What will be even sadder is that in a case like this someone’s head must go on 
the block to atone for the mistakes others have made School boards are 
invincible Head principals are out of reach. Assistant principals, on the other 
hand, are a dime-a-dozen, especially those who choose to jump to the other bank 
in the nick of time, only to lose their shaky foothold and slip back into the murky 
waters of swirling deceit I’m truly sorry that Carlos Florido will not be 
returning to Belleville, but perhaps that is for the best The punishment of 
watching his school cave in around him after he worked so hard to build it would 
be painful 

I hope I’ve been able to shed some light on this whole dark, dirty mess All 
I’ve hoped to accomplish is some truth when lies and innuendo fly thick in the 
air The time has come for a voice to be heard in defense of Bob Harkai and his 
program One man and a school full of students are no match for a high school 
administration and its ruling Board of Education 
I close with one word to John F ord, Dale Kaulitz, James Sayre and all those 
concerned in the Belleville community: Your high school and your educational 
system are jungles, and jungles rarely clear out They only get deeper and 
thicker

Let IRS

The Michigan Corrections 
Commission has indicated that there 
are no legal restrictions to block 
Wayne County Commissioner 
Samuel A. Turner’s plans for 
construction of 384-bed 4-story 
addition to the new county jail. 

“The additional space I have 
proposed will double the capacity of 
thenew jail for less than one-third of 
thetotalcost, Turner said. “This can 
be accomplished within the already 
approved millage, placing no 
additonal burden on the taxpayer.” 

In May, Wayne Cowity citizens 
approved a 5-year half mifi property 
tax increase, expected to produce a 
total of $37 million, for construction 
of a new jail. 

Original plans called for a 7-story, 
384 cell facility, costing $22 million. 
Turner’s proposal will add four 
floors with 384 cells at an added cost 
of $9 million. This, along with its 100- 
prisoner holding facility will bring 
the new 11-story jail’s total capacity 
to 868. 

A Board of Commissioners 
subcommittee on new jail 
construction Feb. 3 voted to 
recommend approval of the additon 
to the board’s Ways and Means 
Committee, of which all 27 
commissioners are members. 

Edgar L. Harris, chairman of the 
subcommittee stated: “We now are 
housing prisoners waiting for trial in 
temporary jail facilities in the 
Detroit House of Correction and in M 
Building at Wayne County General 
Hospital in Westland. This has been 
a costly and inefficient operation at 
best. 

“This additional jail space will 
allow us to close these facilites 
which were intended to be 
temporary and never designed for 
long term use.” he said. 

Commenting on DeHoCo and M 
Building, Turener said: “In order to 
maintain these temporary quarters, 
wehave had to pay sheriffs deputies 
overtime, in addition to transporting 
prisoners from far Western Wayne 
County into downtown to Recorder’s 
and Circuit Courts for trial. “This 
has been a devastating cost.” 


“It is our belief that the new 11- 
story jail, along with the existing 
720-prisoner county jail, will satisfy 
all of the county detention needs for 
many years to come,” Harris 
declared. “It will consolidate the 
county’s entire jail facility into one 
efficient operation, providing tighter 
security and a dollar saving as 
well.” 

According to Harris, a tunnel will 
connect the new facility with the 
existing 720-cell jail and Recorder’s 
Court. 

Groundbreaking is scheduled for 
mid-April and construction is 
expected to be completed by October 
1979. 

Recheck

The IRS also urged 
taxpayers to use the 
peel-off label that comes 
with the tax package on 
their returns in order to 
avoid possible Social 
Security number errors. 

Taxpayers also can 
save time and speed up 
processing by mailing 
their returns in the 
coded, pre-addressed 
envelope found in their 
tax packages, according 
to the IRS. 


insulation, heating and design and 
more services, staying in a

“A few even offer trailer, heater 
and snowmobile or cross-country ski 
rental,” Ratke said. Four 
campgrounds— Whiskey Creek near 
Hart, Four Seasons at Harrison, 
Four Seasons at Midland and San 
Sheri near Frederic— list 
restaurants on the premises. 

Ninety-five percent of the 
facilities are open daily and take 
reservations for wintertime 
camping. Auto Club noted that 
several years ago, many private 
campgrounds open in winter 
operated weekends only. 

Fifty-six state parks also are open 
for winter camping, but service 
buildings are closed. Aujo Club 
advised campers planning to visit a 
state park to call ahead to assure 
snow plowing.

Taxpayers can elect 
to have the Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) 
compute their income 
tax on either the Short 
Form 1040 A, or long 
Form 1040, if they have 
an adjusted gross 
income of $20,000 or 
less. Persons filing 
Form 1040 also must 
take the standard 
deduction to qualify for 
the computation, the 
IRS said. 

Another requirement, 
according to the IRS, is 
that the taxpayer’s 
income must be solely 
from wages, salary, 
tips, dividends, interest, 
pensions and annuities. 

To take advantage of 
IRS computing the tax, 
the taxpayer need only 
complete certain 
portions of his or her tax 
return, attach all W-2 
Forms, sign the returns, 
and mail it by April 15 to 
the address listed in the 
tax instruction booklet. 

The tax will be 
determined from the 
proper tax table and the 
taxpayer will either 
receive a refund for any 
overpayment or be 
notified of the^mount of 
any tax due

been unable to make actual readings 
of some 412,000 meters of our 
residential heating customers who 
are not on our budget payment 
plan,” said Charles R. Montogmery, 
president of Michiean Consolidated. 
“We are therefore asking them to 
mark the dial on a postcard they will 
be receiving and then mail it back to 
us promptly.” 

Montogomery said the utility is 
taking the step because some 1,600 
Michigan Consolidated employees in 
Wayne and Washtenaw counties, 
including meter readers, have been 
on strike since Dec. 21, 1976. 

“Since the strike began, we have 
been estimating the bills of 
customers in the affected areas,” he 
said. “Our estimating procedure is 
an accurate one, but we know that 
many of our heating customers may 
have taken conservation steps, such 
as dialing back their thermostats, in 
recent weeks. Without an actual 
meter read, we have no way of 
knowing this.” 

With an actual read by the 
customer Michigan Consolidated 
will be able to determine 
any reductions in gas consumption, 
will bill based on the customer’s 
reading and then will adjust its 
estimating factors for each account 
where necessary for future billing 
purposes. 

“As a normal practice, Michigan 
Consolidated makes actual reads of 
customers’ meters six times a year 
on alternate months and estimates 
bills for the remaining six months,” 
Montgomery added. “And while we 
have been able to prepare estimated 
bills which we feel are accurate for 
our customers in Wayne and 
Washtenaw counties, we know that 
some of these customers would 
prefer to have us bill to an actual 
read. 

“This is especially true for those 
customers who have made special 
efforts to conserve natural gas by 


dialing back thermostats and 
installing insulation during this 
prolonged period of extremely cold 
weather.” 

The strike by members of Local 
80, Service Employees International 
Union AFL-CIO, began Dec. 21 after 
the union membership rejected a 
new 3-year contract tentatively 
agreed upon by union and company 
negotiators. The contract provides 
for a 26.5 percent wage increase 
over the three years. 

In addition to meter readers, those 
on strike include servicemen and 
crews involved in the maintenance 
of underground natural gas mains.

Tax changes led in law forms alteration 


(This is the third in a series of 
articles offering advice on filing 
1976 income tax returns, prepared 
by the Michigan Association of 
Certified Public Accountants.) 

The changes in the tax law 
brought about by the Tax Reform 
Act of 1976 have led to alterations in 
the tax forms themselves. 

These are the changes that could 
spell trouble for the taxpayer who 
manages to find his way through the 
tax return filing process by using his 
returns from previous years as a 
guide, the Michigan Association of 
Certified Public Accountants 
(CPAs) said 

With the new information that is 
called for, the additional lines on the 
form, the revisions of supplemental 
forms and accompanying schedules, 
and the introduction of new tax 
tables; last year’s return may not be 
as much help as it otherwise would 
have been. 


The new tax tables are to be used by all taxpayers 
whose incomes do not exceed $20,000... 


Old tax tables, in which you found 
outhow much you owed, were based 
on adjusted gross income. They 
have been replaced with shorter 
tables, based on taxable income. 
The new tables are easy to use, but 
before you use them, you have to do 
some figuring not previously 
required in order to arrive at 
taxable income. 

These consist of subtracting your 
deductions (itemized for standard) 
from your adjusted gross income, 
then multiplying the number of 
exemptions by $750 and subtracting 
that also.

Coldest winter puts 
stress on gas pipes 


The state’s coldest winter in more 
than 100 years not only is creating 
hardships for residents, it also .is 
placing the gas distribution system 
of the Consumers Power Co. under 
an unusual strain due to the 
unprecedented depth of frost in the 
earth, according to J. P. Thomas, 
the firm’s manager of the Western 
Wayne District. 

“There has been much publicity 
about broken water mains this 
winter,” Thomas added: “The gas 
distribution system is subjected to 
the same stress as the water 
systems and is suffering almost as 
much. 

“Because of this unusual 
condition, Consumers Power is 
asking residents to report 
immediately any odor of gas or any 
unusual gaseous smell that they 
might detect in or around their 
homes. We have emergency crews 
ready 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week who will respond to such 
calls.” 

Telephone directories in 
communities served by the West 
Wayne District carry the number of 
Consumers Power to call in case of 
emergency, listed under Consumers 
Power Co. 

Thomas added that residents’ help 
in reporting the odor of gas is 
needed so that the source of leaking 
gas can be rapidly found and 
eliminated. 

“Because gas may travel under 
frozen ground before coming to the 
surface, we ask that everyone report 


the odor of gas whether or not they 
have gas service in their own 
home,” he continued. “Similarly, 
the extremely cold weather has put 
an extra burden on furnaces and 
increased the likelihood of carbon 
monoxide leaks.” 

Thomas explained that carbon 
monoxide is a byproduct of the 
incomplete combustion of natural 
gas. 

“Its presence is difficult to detect 
because it is invisible, odorless and 
tasteless,” he said. 

The symptoms of the presence of 
carbon monoxide are moisture on 
windows, smarting of the eyes, 
dizziness, weakness, nausea, 
headaches and unconsciousness. 

“Furnaces are working overtime 
at or near maximum capacity in 
these below-freezing 
temperatures,” he said. “Although 
they are designed to safely vent all 
products of combustion up the 
chimney' and to the atmosphere, 
leaks or other malfunctions in the 
furnace or venting system can cause 
carbon monoxide to find its way into 
the home and cause serious illness 
or death.” 

Thomas asked that residents who 
suspect the presence of carbon 
monoxide in their homes contact 
their heating dealer or Consumers 
Power Co. for emergency calls. 

As a matter of practice, 
homeowners hould have their space 
heating equipment inspected for 
safe operation on an annual basis, 
he added. 


Task force pushes 
for emergency aid 


A task force of community leaders 
and elected officials*, proposed by 
Wayne County Commissioner Royce 
E. Smith (D-26th District), will be 
formed to press for emergency state 
and federal financial help for Wayne 
County. 

In calling for the task force, the 
commissioner said 
“unprecendented” costs imposed 
upon the county have resulted from 
general social and economic 
conditions beyond its control, and 
therefore, the cost should be shared 
by the higher levels of government. 

Smith dted a virtual doubling of 
the county’s expenditures in the 
criminal justice field as the main 
cause of the county’s financial 
problem. Criminal justice system 
costs have risen from $28.5 million to 
$52 million in the criminal justice 
field as the main cause of the 
county’s financial problem. 
Criminal justice system costs have 
risen from $28.5 million to $52 
million in the last six years. 

“It is inequitable for the taxpayers 
of Wayne County alone to bear the 
full burden of cost increases 
resulting from general social and 
economic conditions,” Smith said. 


“County government never was 
intended to bear such monumental 
costs and is not structured to do so. 
These costs should be shared more 
fully by the state and federal 
governments, which have infinitely 
greater revenue sources than has 
the county.” 

WayneCounty is expected to run a 
deficit of up to $12 million this year. 

His proposal that a “blue ribbon” 
group be formed to lobby at the state 
and federal levels for assistance to 
the county was endorsed 
unanimously by the county Board of 
Commissioners/ 

Smith said local city and township 
officials are expected to be invited to 
serve on the task force. 

The bulk of the additional costs 
have resulted from court orders 
pertaining to the county jail, plus 
increased court expenses aimed at 
coping with a sharp increase in the 
number of criminal court trials. 

The county has spent millions of 
dollars to provide additional jail 
facilities as the result of a 720- 
prisoner limit imposed on the Wayne 
County Jail by a panel of three 
Circuit Court judges.

all taxpayers whose incomes do not 
exceed $20,000, whether they 
itemize or take the standard 
deduction. 

To make room for additional lines 
on tax forms, questions asked in 
previous years about your country of 
residence (for revenue sharing) 
have been dropped. 

The CPAs also point out that the 
so-called “standard” deduction is no 
longer as standard as it used to be. It 
now could be any of three amounts, 
depending upon your income level. 
Determining just what the amount 
is requires further arithmetic. 

Finding your general tax credit 
formerly meant simply multiplying 
the number of your exemptions by 
$30. Now you multiply exemptions 


by $35, then take 2 percent of the 
first $9,000 of your income, up to 
$180, and see which is larger. That is 
your credit. 

As always, the old advice about 
the way to eat an elephant (one bite 
at a time) still applies. Take the tax 
return form one line at a time aod 
when you are puzzled consult the 
instructions for the line that is 
causing the trouble. 

Also, the task will made easier if 
youhaveat hand all your records for 
the year: paycheck stubs, W-2 
forms, bank statements, canceled 
checks, receipts, contracts entered 
into, etc. And do not ignore last 
year’s tax return entirely; it still 
will be of some help, especially when 
it comes to depreciation or other 


carry-overs that extend over more 
than one year 

The above materials should all be 
assembled whether you do your own 
tax preparation or entrust the task 
to someone else, and it’s always 
more efficient to get these items 
together in advance rather than go 
running after them one by one as 
needed. 


Unfortunately, IRS may have 
fewer people available than in the 
past to help what are expected to be 
more taxpayers than usual looking 
for assistance 

This means there are likely to be 
more returns than usual containing 
errors To avoid them on your 
return, before mailing it go through 
it one last time, just double-checking 
the arithmetic. 

The Michigan Association of CPAs 
reminds you that even professional 
tax advisers find this a worthwhile 
procedure, and if it works for them, 
how much more useful it must be for 
the individual preparing his own 
return.

Battle begins of proposed penal facility 


Western W r ayne County 
Commissioners Mary Dumas and 
Royce E. Smith are working to 
defeat any attempt by the Michigan 
Department of Corrections to 
establish a correctional or penal 
facility on the grounds of the former 
Wayne County Child Development 
Center in Northville. 

A joint resolution, sponsored by 
Mrs. Dumas of Livonia and Smith of 
Belleville, strongly opposes any 
prison facility on the county 
property. The resolution has been 
referred to the Public Works 
Committee of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners for 
immediate study. 

The Dumas-Smith resolution also 
directs the committee to hold public 
hearings in the affected area to give 
local residents, businessmen and 
elected officials an opportunity to 
express their views. 

The Michigan Department of 
Corrections has been reviewing the 
Wayne County Child Development 
Center property as the possible

location of a penal correctional 
institution. 

Both commissioners expressed 
grave concern for personal safety 
and adverse effects on property 
values and security, if a jail facility 
were established on the grounds. 

“We are personally concerned 
about the well-being and peace of 
mind of the men, women and 
children of this family-oriented 
community,” Mrs. Dumas said. “It 
is hard to believe that the state 
would even consider putting up 
another detention facility in a 
thriving residential area which 
already is bearing the responsibility 
and burden of one prison/’ She is 
referring to the Detroit House of 
Correction. 

Smith said: “Western Wayne 
County is the fastest-growing area in 


the county. To suddenly inject 
another tax-absorbing, potentially 
dangerous jail facility here would 
create undue hardships on 
homeowners and businesses.” 

“Property values would drop. And 
new positive growth in the nearby 
vicinity would be stifled, if not 
crushed under this unwanted 
burden,” he added. 

Dumas and Smith pointed out that 
formal resolutions of opposition 
already have been adopted by the 
cities and the townships of 
Northville and Plymouth, the 
Northville and Plymouth 
Community Chambers of 
Commerce, and the Northville PTA 
Area Council. 

“Residents are busy signing and 
circulating petitions opposing this 
hazardous situation,” Dumas said. 


Residents could get relief 
from excessive utility bills 


Michigan residents who pay 
excessive amounts of their 
household income for utility bills 
would be eligible for tax relief under 
legislation to be introduced by State 
Rep. Gary Owen (D-22nd District). 

“TTie people of Michigan are 
paying record amounts for utility 
service,” Owen said “They are 
shouldering a heavier and heavier 
financial burden to pay for heat, 
electricity and other services that 
are necessities. 

“More and more of our household 
income is being gulped up by utility 
billls. The legislation I have 
introduced would ease the burden.” 

Owen noted that projections are 
that winters will continue to be 
colder and essential energy needs 
will rise in cost at a rapid rate. He 
also is working on a method that will 
reward energy conservation-minded 
people with higher rebates. 

Owen will introduce bills which 
offer two approaches to relief for 
those who pay out great amounts of 
their income for utility service. One 
would incorporate utility relief into 
the existing property tax “circuit 
breaker” program, under which 
those who pay an excessive amount 
J * r * Vi 


of income for property taxes are 
eligible for state income tax credits. 

The plan would permit those 
paying more than 3.5 percent of 
income in combined property taxes 
and utilities to have 60 percent of 
their excess burden (that in excess 
of 3.5 percent) paid by the state in 
the form of tax credits. Qualifying 
senior citizens would be able to write 
off up to 100 percent of their excess 
burden. 

Owen’s second alternative would 
establish a separate “circuit 
breaker” program for utility costs. 
It would make anyone who pays 
more than 5 percent of household 
income eligible for the tax relief. 

“Either alternative would provide 
a welcome relief for those citizens 
who are over-burdened by utility 
bills,” Owen said. “The legislation is 
geared to low and middle income 
families, and particularly senior 
citizens who probably are suffering 
more than anyone because of the 
soaring costs of utilities. These 
people need help and I feel that this 
Legislature has a humane obligation 
to step in and help them.” 

According to figures obtained by 
Owen's office, the average total 
utility bills for electricty, gas and

telephone service in Michigan is $880 
a year. That does not include costs of 
water or heating oil. 


“This is what we need and we urge 
everyone to support the petition 
drive.” 

The former child development 
complex with nearly 50 solid brick 
buildings, sprawls over 800 acres on 
either side of Sheldon Road south of 
Six Mile Road in Northville 
Township. Wayne County has been 
seeking an appropriate renter for 
the property since the child center 
was phased out in 1974. 

“Of course, we’re interested in 
utilizing the facilities — but not 
when it means a sell-out of the 
community,” Smith said. “A jail 
facility would have a destructive 
influence on the current and future 
tax base of local governments and 
school districts.” 

Smith and Dumas have asked the 
Public Works Committee to review 
all other current proposals for 
alternate uses of the property which 
“would be more beneficial to the 
county and more acceptable to the 
adjacent communities”. 

Dumas said a prior “educational 
consortium plan”, proposed by 
Schoolcraft College and Wayne State 
University, has been revived and 
deserves attention.

The public hearing was called to order by Clerk Doreen Craven at 7:05 “P.M. 
Board members present were Clerk Craven and Trustees Domen, Kelly and 
Maton.

He listed a few of many uses the 
grant is eligible for, such as, acquisition of real property, restoration, health 
and recreational social services, senior citizens, lighting, parks, parking 
lots, fire equipment, public works, etc. Clerk Craven then opened the 
meeting to the public present. 

RECREATION 

Mr. Jeff Clark, Twp. Recreation & Park Director and Van Buren resident, 
submitted a request for a recreation center building that could be used for 
recreation programs and other community programs. The recreation 
program now, is mostly thru the schools but with the loss of millage, the need 
for a recreation center is greater. The developed site plan, as submitted, is 
to be on township property just west of the township hall, fits in with the 
township building development and tennis courts and is centrally located. 
The proposed building is a pre-*<*b, redwood with cedar shingles. Cost is 
approximately $140,000. 

Mrs. Lee Walls, of 800 Savage Rd., thanked the township for the past help in 
the baseball programs and requested funds to finish the ball fields and 
buildings on Beck Rd.

SENIOR CITIZENS 

Mr. Jack Frost, of DeWitt St ., spoke in behalf of the senior citizens asking for 
grant funds to use as matching funds to purchase St. Paul’s Lutheran Church 
where the hot lunch program is currently held and renovate the buulding to 
use also as a recreational and drop-in center for the senior citizens. He gave 
an example where a school building was purchased in Virginia and used for 
such a purpose. 

Mr. Richard Collins of N. Shore Dr. spoke in favor of help for the senior 
citizens. 

Ms. Mary Nichols, of 44035 S. Service Dr., Senior Citizens Co-Ordinator, 
spoke in favor of the request for $15,000 to use as matching funds with 
Belleville for the purchase of St. Paul’s Church and asked to reserve the 
right to let some more seniors speak later. 

FIRE DEPT 

Mr. Elmer Memering, Chief of Fire Dept. No. 2 and township reisdent, asked 
for grant funds to purchase 2 pieces of fire equipment; a 1500 gallon truck 
and a tack pumper set up for rescue to use for small fires and as a lead truck. 
Cost of approximately $57,500 for both fully equipped. 

No request for any other project was brought up. The hearing then was 
turned over for more discussion on the 3 requests submitted. 

Mr. DiDia stated the money would be available around July, 1977. 

Mr. Jeff Clark said the proposed recreation building could be used for 
seniors, also and wondered if seniors were committed to purchase of St. 
Paul’s church Ms. Nichols said no, but it was only site that was available to 
start hot lunch program. 

Clerk Craven asked if location of church, being in the City, would pose a 
problem DiDia stated it was possibly acceptable. Ms. Nichols stated it could 
be bought by joint commissions of Township and City or singly by the 
township. To date the seniors have not asked for help. They have taken care 
of expenses at the church. The church can give them a 60 day notice. 

Mr. Price, of 9800 Hannan Rd., stated there is a parking problem at the 
church site and that the present township conference room intention was for 
use by seniors, plus other groups. Also that the building at the Beck Rd. ball 
park could be enlarged for use of multi purposes. 

Mr. Komorami, of Haggerty Rd., stated seniors need a center for 
themselves and not parttime with young people and that the township has 
other grants available. 

Mr. Cheyne, not a township resident but a senior citizen, said at least 50 
seniors eat at the hot lunch center everyday.

The seniors need a place for summer 
meetings when the schools are closed 

Clerk Craven drew the hearing to a close and said that all subjects will be 
taken under advisement and brought before the township board

Four bow out of hospital board positions 


While emphasizing that they know 
of no plan to close Wayne County 
General Hospital (WCGH), two 
county commissioners and two 
auditors on the county Board of 
Institutions have decided not to 
accept re-appointment to the 
hospital governing body. 

The four stressed that they 
consider the hospital a much 
improved and well-run facility, 
despite contrasting rumors which 
they said needlessly distrub hospital 
personnel and the surrounding 
community. 

The group said they are not 
seeking another term because of 
possible conflict of interest, and the 
fact that they have accomplished 
most of the objectives set for the 
hospital three years ago when 
county elected officials began 
replacing private citizens on the 
Board of Institutions. 

In announcing their decision Jan. 
31 ,/the four, however, said they are 
continuing to serve until their 
successors are named They added 
that their successors should not be 
bounty officials in other capacities. 

The four are Samuel Turner of 
Detroit, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, William Suzore, 
vice-chairman of the General 
Government Committee, and 
Auditors Leonard Proctor and 
Richard Kelly.

expired Feb. 1, while Proctor’s term 
ended Nov. 30, 1976 and Kelley’s 
term, Nov. 30, 1977. A fifth seat on 
the Board of Institutions, for a term 
that also expired Feb. 1, already is 
vacant. 

Under state statute, the Board of 
Commissioners is permitted to fill 
three seats on the Board of 
Institutions for 2-year terms, and the 
Auditors are allowed to appoint two 
seats for 3-year terms. 

Turner pointed out the WCGH had 
lost its accreditation in 1973. and 
that county elected officials were 
first placed on the Board of 
Institutions ahortly thereafter to 
help regain the accreditation as 
quickly as possible. 

He noted that then the Board of 
Commissioners and hospital 
administrators were “polarized” 
and that even decisions of “minute 
detail” required clearance from the 
Commissioners. 

The Commissioners also had 
authorized a study of the hpsnital by 
a private consulting fimy which 
recommended changes requiring 
the utmost cooperation and 
expediency between hospital staff, 
the commissioners ^nd auditors. 

After months of study, the private 
consulting firm of Linton, Mields 
and Coston of Washington, D.C., 
made 16 recommendations in the 
areas of financing, staffing, 
training, administration and 
delivery of services. 

Turner said that the Board of 
Institutions has implemented all 
but two of these recommendations, 
and that it is now time for elected 
officials to step aside in favor of 
appointments of private citizens as 
was the policy before. 

Turner also proposed that 
membership of the Board of 
Institutions be increased from five 
to 10, and be organized to include 
more of a variety of educational, 
occupational and community 
interest. 

Proctor said that the major task of 
the Board of Institutions under 
elected leadership was to regain 
accreditation, and that this has been 
accomplished. 

“It is now time for the elected 
officials to move on,” Proctor 
stated. He added that the hospital is 
“a fine institution, the best trauma 
lospital in the area,” and that all 


efforts are oriented toward keeping 
the facility open, not closing it. 

Kelly also praised the hospital, 
calling it a “good, viable 
institution,” but added that its 
operation was hampered by political 
factors and its governing control 
should be returned to the outside 
community. 

“I think that no member of the 
Board of Commissioners or the 
Board of Auditors should be on the 
Board of Institutions,” Kelly added. 

Lawsuit

The complaint alleged 
violations of the 
overtime pay, minimum 
wage and record- 
keeping pro- 
visions of the act. 

The court was asked to 
award back pay, as 
found to be due, for 
distribution among uie 
employees involved. No 
amounts were specified 
in the complaint. 

Legal action followed 
an investigation of the 
business by U[ie Labor 
Department’s Wage- 
Hour Area Office, 231 W. 

Lafayette St. Detroit, 
under the supervision of 
Von Reynolds, area 
director.

Both Suzore and Turner also 
expressed concern over conflict of 
interest. They agreed it was difficult 
to hear hospital financial problems 
as members of the Board of 
Institutions, then later as members 
of the Board of Commissioners have 
to assess these problems along with 
budget troubles affecting the entire 
county. Turner commended the 
other members of the Board of 
Institutions, and praised theii 
accomplishments Airing the past 
three years, which he said 
included: 

— Regaining hospital 
accreditation; 

—Streamlining the accounting and

residency rule 


All new employees of Wayne 
County through its Civil Service 
Commission now will be required to 
reside within Wayne County, instead 
of the previous allowable 5 -county 
area. 

The commission, which 
established the residency 
requirement effective Feb. 1 , also 
tightened up that same rule for 
applicants for county jobs, by 
requiring that they be Wayne County 
residents for not less than six 
months before applying. 

Previously the Civil Service rule 
stated only that applicants must be 
residents of Wayne County at the 
time they apply. 

Joan Petitpren, chairman of the 3- 
member Civil Service Commission, 
said residency requirements were 
tightened to help alleviate the 
“extremely high unemployment 
situation which currently exists in 
Wayne County”. 

The new residency requirements 
do not apply to permanent 
employees already on the payroll, 
since it would not be equitable to 
change the terms of employment 
retroactively, she said. 

In the past, applicants for most 
jobs were required to be county 
residents at the time they applied,

but once hired were allowed to 
reside in Wayne. Oakland, Macomb, 
Washtenaw or Monroe counties. 

Mrs. Petitpren cited the language 
of the two resolutions by which the 
Civil Service Commission tightened 
the residency requirements in 
explaining the change. 

The resolution requiring job 
applicants to have resided in Wayne 
County for at least six months at the 
time they apply, cites the jobless 
rate in the county. Unemployment 
currently stands at 11.4 percent in 
the county, including Detroit, 
compared with 8.9 percent for 
Michigan and 7. 5 percent nationally. 

The resolution states: “In view of 
the extremely high unemployment 
situation which currently exists in 
Wayne County, the commission feels 
that for the best interests of the 
county service increased efforts 
should be made to reserve Wayne 
County employment opportunities 
for persons who have been bona fide 
residents of said county for a 
significant period of time.” 

The resolution which restricts 
employees’ residency to Wayne 
County cites the impact of 
unemployment on government tax 
receipts, stating: “Wayne County 
government and municipalities 
within the Wayne County are 
experiencing a financial crisis 
demanding that emergency 
measures be taken to minimize the 
number of county residents who are 
without income from which to 
support essential governmental 
services.” 

The two resolutions were adopted 
unanimously by the three Civil 
Service commissioners who, in 
addition to Mrs. Petitpren of 
Westland, are Henry R. Kozak of 
Detroit and Henry Majors of 
Belleville. 

The .Wayne County residency 
requirement applies to employees 
given regular appointments on a 
basis of open competitive exams 
from Feb. 1 . 

The rule becomes effective March 
1 for persons given temporary 
provisional appointments or are re- 
employed or re-instated at their 
request after resigning a job. 

The 6 -month residency 
requirement for job applicants was 
effective Feb. 1 ... 

The Civil Service Commission 
reserved its option to go beyond the 
boundaries of Wayne County to 
recruit applicants when recruitment 
efforts within the county have not 
produced a sufficient number of 
qualified applicants, Mrs. Petitpren 
pointed out. 

Employees hired from outside the 
county will be required to move into 
Wayne County “within a reasonable 
period of time,” the Civil Service 
Commission stated. 

The Civil Service Commission also 
ruled that no provisional 
appointment, re-employment or re- 
instatement from resignation shall 
be approved unless the person has 
been a resident of Wayne County for 
at least six months immediately 
prior to the proposed date of 
employment. 

This rule will be waived only when 
the commission decides immediate 
filling of a vacancy is necessary and 
no qualified Wayne County residents 
are available. In such cases, the 
appointee will be required to 
establish Wayne County residence 
“within a reasonable period of 
time.” Wayne County cirrently has 
some 9,200 employees. 


Ford chairs panel 
on postsecondary 
education funding 


Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) has been named 
chairman of the Postsecondary 
Education Subcommittee, one of the 
most important units of the House 
Committee on Education and Labor. 

The subcommittee has 

jurisdiction over all legislation 
affecting the nation’s colleges and 
universities and other post- 
secondary institutions, including 
such vital areas as student loans and 
grants and other financial 
assistance. 

Formerly chaired by 
Congressman James G. O’Hara, the 
subcommittee is responsible for 
programs which receive nearly $3 
billion annually in federal dollars 

Congressman Ford, who was re- 
elected to his seventh term in the 
House of Representatives last 
November, has served on the 
Education and labor Committee 
since his election in 1964. 

A senior member of the 
committee, he has co-sponsored and 
helped guide through Congress 
virtually every significant education 
bill passed in the last 12 years, 
including the Higher Education Act 
of 1965, and its subsequent 
amendments He also serves as the 


ranking Democrat on the 
Subcommittee on Elementary, 
Secondary and Vocational 
Education, and on the Agricultural 
Labor Subcommittee, which he 
chaired for four years. 

Congressman Ford said he 
anticipates an active agenda for the 
Postsecondary Education 
Subcommittee in the coming year, 
including detailed studies of student 
financial aid programs, the 
paperwork burden for institutions 
receiving federal funds, and 
regulations needed to implement 
higher education laws 

In addition to the Education and 
Labor Committee, Congressman 
Ford also is a member of the Post 
Office and Civil Service Committee. 
He is the Michigan Whip for the 
House Democrat Leadership, serves 
as vice-chairman of the Conference 
of Great Lakes Congressmen, and is 
a member of the Executive Board of 
the Democratic Study Group 

Other responsibilities include 
membership on the Advisory 
Committee of the White House 
Conference on Libraries, and on the 
Education Commission of the States' 
Task Force on Migrant Education.

Mail remembers 
'the forgotten' 


The small joy of receiving a 
Christmas card, a Valentine, 
birthday greeting, or a brief 
note from a friend is a tiding 
that many of us experience 
regularly. 

It is a small thing, but gives 
us a warm happiness that 
someone is thinking of us, 
cares enough about us to 
remember us at those special 
times of the year, or for no 
reason at all. 

But there are those whose 
day is never brightened by 
such a greeting. 

The “forgotten children" at 
the Plymouth Center for 
Human Development are 
residents that have no one to 
remember them on those 
special occasions. 

Members of the 
congregation at Kirk of Our 
Savior Church in Westland 
last fall decided to “adopt’* 
some of those children . the 
Mission Committee of the 
church launched a program at 
Christmas time to recruit 
persons who would take the 
responsibility of mailing 
greetings, cards and small 
gifts to residents of the home 
who have had no contact with 
the outside world for a year. 

The committee was 
provided with a list of 
residents eligible for the 
“Forgotten Children” 
Program, which is 
encouraged by the 
administrators at the state 
facility. 

Residents of Plymouth 
Center for Human 
Development are mentally 
impaired boys and girls, men 
and women of all ages. There 


are about 830 persons at the 
home. 

The Mission Committee 
rounded up a number of 
sponsors for the residents, 
said Mary Lou Marsh, a 
committee member, but have 
decided to maintain the 
project on an on-going basis, 
expanding it to the community 
at-large. 

Anyone who might be 
interested in sponsoring a 
resident at the home in this 
way can make the contact 
through Mrs. Marsh, at 721- 
2545. She will relay the name 
to state home administrators 
who are in charge of the 
program. 

The home then sends the 
sponsor the name, age, 
weight, size and such 
information on the resident, 
including a description of his 
or her handicap or mental 
impairment. The letter 
describes to the prospective 
sponsor the nature of the 
program. 

All that a sponsor need do 
from then on is remember his 
or her "adoptee" by sending 
greeting cards, birthday or 
holiday cards, or small gifts 
through the mail. No 
visitation is allowed, so all 
contact is through 
correspondence. 

Many residents of the home 
already have sponsors, 
said a representative of the 
center, and some residents 
have two sponsors. 
Community response to the 
Forgotten Children Program 
is very good, he said, 
especially through church 
groups or clubs.

There seems to be a certain mystique about 
candymaking, and many of us, after an experience that 
was less than divine with divinity or other candies, 
restrict our confectionery activities to fudge. 

So it may come as a surprise to learn that candies, like 
the jellies found in commercial assortments, are easy to 
make at home. These tender and clear gumdrop-type 
confections, such as Lemon Fruit-Jell Candy, are slightly 
softer and more transparent than the gumdrops vou’re 
used to buying. They make lovely gifts, particularly for 
Valentine’s Day which is just a few days away. 

The candy mixture made with liquid fruit pectin sets in 
a few hours after pouring and is then cut into squares or 
other shapes which can be rolled in granulated or 
confectioners sugar. Or you can go fancy and roll them in 
cookie coconut or dip them in melted semi-sweet 
chocolate squares. 

If you prefer to use the powdered fruit pectin, try the 
recipe for Orange Fruit-Jell Candy. It’s just as easy, and 
can also be prepared in the same delicious variations. 

Lemon Fruit-Jell Candy 

1 bottle (6 fl. oz.) liquid fruit pectin 

2 tablespoons water 

t* teaspoon baking soda 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup light corn syrup 

2 teaspoons lemon extract* 

10 drops yellow food coloring* 

Granulated sugar 

* Or use one of the flavoring and coloring variations 
that follow, 

Combine fruit pectin and water in a 2-quart saucepan. 
Stir in baking soda. (Mixture will foam slightly.) Mix 1 
cup sugar and corn syrup in another saucepan. Place both 
saucepans over highest heat. Cook both mixtures, stirring 
alternately, until foam has disappeared from fruit pectin 
mixture and sugar mixture is boiling rapidly— 3 to 5 
minutes. 

Pour fruit pectin mixture in a slow steady stream into 
boiling sugar mixture, stirring constantly. Boil and stir 1 
minute longer. Remove from heat. Stir in extract and 
coloring. Pour immediately into buttered 9x5-inch loaf 
pan. Let stand at room temperature until cool and firm— 
about 3 hours or overnight. Invert pan onto wax paper, 
which has been sprinkled with sugar. Cut into ^-inch 
squares and roll in sugar. Allow candy to stand for a 
while; then roll in sugar again to prevent stickiness. 
Makes about 1 oound or 5 dozen candies. 

Note: If these candies are to be stored or packaged, let 
stand overnight, uncovered, at room temperature before 
packaging or storing, to prevent w'eeping. 

Fruit Jell Candy Variations 

Orange Nut Fruit-Jells. Use yellow and red food 
coloring and teaspoons orange extract. Add 1 
teaspoon grated orange rind and ^ cup chopped walnuts 
to the cooked fruit pectin sugar mixture. Roll the candies 
in confectioners sugar. 

Chocolate-Coated Fruit-Jells. Make any desired flavor 
of Fruit-Jell Candy. Cut in >6- to %-inch squares and dip in 
melted semi-sweet chocolate squares. For best results in 
dipping, have room temperature between 60 degrees and 
70 degrees. Heat 2 packages (16 squares) semi-sweet 
chocolate squares over hot water and stir rapidly until

entirely melted. When chocolate feels cool to the touch (or 
when cooled to a temperature of 83 degrees), dip candies 
quickly in chocolate, then place on wax paper to harden. 

Ginger Fruit-Jells. Add cup (V 4 pound) finely 
chopped candied ginger and 1 tablespoon lemon juice to 
the cooked fruit pectin sugar mixture instead of lemon or 
orange extract and colorings. Roll the candies in 
granulated sugar, or dip in melted semi-sweet chocolate 
squares, following directions for Chocolate-coated Fruit- 
Jells. • 

Creme de Menthe Candy. Increase boiling time of fruit 
pectin sugar mixture from 1 to 2 minutes. Remove from 
heat. Stir in V 4 cup creme de menthe liqueur instead of 
lemon or orange extract. Tint with green food coloring, if 
desired. 

Coconut Fruit-Jells. Make any desired flavor of Fruit- 
Jells Candy. Instead of rolling candies in sugar, roll in 1-lfc 
cups cookie coconut. These candies may be rolled in 
coconut either immediately after cutting, or after 
standing overnight. 

Cinnamon Fruit-Jells. Use 15 drops red food coloring 
and 4 drops oil of cinnamon. Roll in granulated sugar. 

Peppermint Fruit-Jells. Use 10 drops green food 
coloring and \*z teaspoon peppermint extract. Roll in 
granulated sugar. 

A note to Food Editors: The above variations can be 
used with both the liquid and powdered fruit pectin 
recipes. 

Orange Fruit-Jell Candy 

1 box (l-^ 4 oz.) Sure-Jell Fruit Pectin 

3 4 cup water 

4 teaspoon baking soda 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup light com syrup 

1-Mt to 2 teaspoons orange extract * 

Red and Y’ellow food coloring * 

Granulated sugar 

♦ Or use one of the flavoring and coloring variations 
above. 

Mix fruit pectin, water, and baking soda in 2-quart 
saucepan. (Mixture will foam slightly.) Mix sugar and 
com syrup in another saucepan. Place both saucepans 
over high heat. Cook both mixtures, stirring alternately, 
until foam has thinned from fruit pectin mixture, and 
sugar mixture is boiling rapidly— about 5 minutes 
Pour fruit pectin mixture in a slow steady stream into 
boiling sugar mixture, stirring constantly. Boil and stir 1 
minute longer Remove from heat. Stir in extract and red 
and yellow food coloring to tint orange. Pour immediately 
into a buttered 9x5-inch loaf pan. Let stand at room 
temperature until cool and firm— about 3 hours or 
overnight. Invert pan onto wax paper, which has been 
sprinkled with sugar. Cut candy into ty-inch squares with 
spatula dipped in warm water and roll in sugar. Allow 
candy to stand a while, roll in sugar again to prevent 
stickiness. Makes about 1 pound or 5 dozen candies. 

Note: If these candies are to be stored or packaged, let 
stand overnight, uncovered, at room temperature before 
packaging or storing, to prevent weeping.

WIC offers food to poor 


Up to 3,000 additional people could 
have an extra $25 worth of essential 
food items each month simply by 
calling for an appointment at one of 
five Wayne County Health 
Department locations to seek 
certification for the WIC Program. 

The health department recently 
was funded by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, to bring WIC 
(Women, Infants and Children 
Supplemental Food Program) to 
5,000 out-county, low-income 
residents w ho qualify either through 


nutritional cr medical risk factors. 

WIC seeks to supplement the diets 
of women during pregnancy and for 
six months postpartum, and infants 
andchildren through age 44. Books 
of ''oupons are distributed monthly 
which can be used at WIC-app roved 
stores in Wayne County to purchase 
formula, milk, eggs, cheese, juice 
and cereal. These approved stores 
are both chain and independent 
stores located in communities all 
across the out-county area. 

Individuals may seek certification 
by either a public health nurse or 
nutritionist at any one of five 
locations in the county by 
appointment only.

'Little kids' goal— 'big seats

Remember when you were little — how you looked up to and admired 
the “older kids?” I particularly recall that term from elementary 
school days when we were segregated into “little kid” and “big kid” 
categories; especially so on the school bus. 

Now if you were a city kid and never got to ride with dozens of your 
schoolmates day after day, you missed out on half the fun of growing up. 

When I first became a passenger on the old red. white and blue Ford 
products, there were two types of seats — the “big seats” which ran the 
length of the bus, one on each side and one for girls, the other for boys — 
and the “little seats. ” The mini-benches were stationed crosswise down 
the center and really were designed as 2-seaters. But, even back then, 
there were more kids than seats so we cozied up in snug little 
threesomes — flinching at every mile of the togetherness. 

But there was always the reprieve — the chance to break away since 
we were allowed to move up to the “big seats” each time one of the 
older kids disembarked. The catch was — being BIG enough to move on 
up. Age had little to do with it — it depended on size ( and the old pecking 
system. ) That was one time I definitely enjoyed being the accepted size 
for my age — average. But, oh, those poor little runts who tended to be 
“late starters” — they were always the last to be allowed into the upper 
chambers, mainly because they WERE too small. 

I soon came to realize that we were involved in some kind of game 
knowing now it was form of “politics.” 

You see, we had bus “officers” for whom we voted each year. Each 
vehicle's passengers comprised the election rolls and we got to vote for 
our favorite “big kid” who, naturally, had to be in senior high to be 
eligible. Lest I forget, at that time all grades, kindergarten through 12, 
rode the same bus a at the same time — no split shifts or separate runs. 

But evej 7 one had a vote and being elected to one of the three posts 
was definitely a sign of status and, we all knew, popularity. We were 
supposed to pick officers from different spots on the route so that there 
would always be someone in command. Needless to say, that didn’t 
always work out. The best looking and leggiest big guys usually won the 
top posts while the prettiest big girl got to be secretary. That entailed 
taking the roll each day and turning it into the superintendent’s office. 

The head honcho had the upper hand, his two cohorts taking over 
when he was missing or when he got off at his stop. Rules were verv 
definitely spelled out and we were reported to “the office” if we got out 
of line. Taboos included standing or moving around while the bus was in 
motion; yelling, screaming or singing which would disturb the bus 
driver; littering; fighting (the death penalty for this one) and — eating! 

Now I must admit that none of the rules reallv bothered me except the 
last one. After six hours of the3-R’s, the long, bouncey ride home helped 


dispatch hunger S.O. S.’s from my tummy But since I always managed 
to vacuum every bit of my lunch, there wasn’t even a stale crust to 
sneak. 

Then one day my third grade buddy, De Ette, opened her lunch box 
and revealed an aromatic golden collage — the peelings from her 
noonday orange! Being a very gutsy and famished 8-year-old, she 
decided to test the sentry’s eupnona (Big Roy was looking longingly at 
Big Betty) and run the risk of nibbling an orange peel She very 
generously allowed me to play the game with her. Delicious! Delicious! 

But, alas — with the first furtive bite, theSunkist scent telegraphed its 
way to the other kids around us who turned in disbelief — muted 
disbelief, I might add. Except, of course, for the snitch in the crowd and 
for that we could always depend on good old Lamar 

Lamar wasn’t exactly a top favorite with his contemporaries, though, 
and had an even lower rating with the hierarchy. They just never 
seemed to believe his outrageous cries that we were eating ORANGE 
PEEL! 

The minute Lamar called attention to himself, he always received the 
order, “For crying’ out loud, wipe your nose, Lamar.” I often suspect 
that someone on our bus created the ad and used Lamar as the 
inspiration for the post-nasal drip commercial 

Lamar, whose constant runny nose didn’t help matters, was one of 
those undersized kids I mentioned earlier. He was always screaming, 
“But I’m older”, as one of his heftier underclassman shot up to fill a 
space vacated by one of the big boys. Despite his tiny stature, he was 
never quite fast enough to beat the shrewd “little kids.” 

Of course, there was the whole underhanded scheme of keeping 
Lamar FROM moving “up.” It was almost like an intricate football 
play where everyone knows where he’s supposed to be at a given time. 
Those fellas merely “blocked” whenever Lamar tried for his first 
down (up?) 

On the girls’ side there wasn’t that problem. But “looks and winning 
ways” were definitely an asset when it came to hitting the big time. We 
little girls were not without our wiles. We all had our favorite “big 
girl” in the big seats and we played the game — knowing that our rise 
in the world depended on her liking us better than Carolyn or Donna 
Belle or Shirley. 

It’s funny that we all worked so hard to achieve our respective 
elevations since those big seats really weren’t all that great. Our feet 
never touched the floor, we had a hard time keeping from sliding off and 
we couldn’t even see out the windows. 

It’s been many moons since I’ve thought back to Bus Number Six and 
that wonderful glow that came while sitting there with the “big girls.” 
The recall tho is surprisingly clear and sad and funny at the same time. 

It makes me wonder if De Ette grew to hate oranges as much as I did. 
And, too, — do you suppose little ol’ Lamar ever discovered Dristan?

“The ‘Idea of Ancestry’ could 
quite possibly pick up where Roots’ 
leaves off,” said Eastern Michigan 
University (EMU) director 
Tommye Myrick 

Ms. Myrick is talking about the 
black drama she’s directing, which 
traces the trials and tribulations of 
a black family struggling to survive. 
An original drama by Detroit 
playwright Eugene Johnson, it will 
be presented Saturday and Sunday 
Feb. 9-12, at 8 p.m. in EMU’s Quirk 
Auditorium 

The drama will make its debut at 
EMU and will mark the first time a 
black drama ever has been 
produced on the main stage at 
Quirk. 

“The play has nothing at all to do 
with our black heritage,” the 23- 
year-old director said “It has to do 
with ideas of the past. Basically, I 
think the playwright named the play 
“The Idea of Ancestry’ for the benefit 
of Bird — the main character — 
because she is the one who lives in 
the past." 

According to Ms. Myrick, living in 
the past is an escape mechanism for 
Bird, who is the divorced mother of 
four children and is forced to raise 
them alone. In fact, the production 
even employs the use of a scrim 
behind which a younger Bird acts 
out her livi ng -in- th e-past fantasies, 
which include romantic interludes 
with her former husband. 

The young EMU director has 
attended Loyola, Louisiana State 
and Xavier universities, receiving 
her bachelor’s degree from the 
latter in 1973. She has earned her 
master’s and currently is working 
on her doctorate degree at the 
University of Michigan. She teaches 
introduction to the black theatre and 
creative problems in black theatre 
at EMU. 

Ms. Myrick has set the 1976 play in 
the early 1970s, but said it could be 
set 20 years from now. Seven of the 
cast of 10 are members of the same 
family, including Donald, a 22-year- 
old high school dropout; Harvey, 21, 
who is col lege- bound and is the 
“most-likely-to-succeed" in the 
family; Nora, the 18-year-old 
daughter who doesn’t work, and 
Kevin, 14, the youngest member of 
the family, who wants to become a 
basketball star, but is too short. All 
are Bird’s children and none work, 
leaving the responsibilities of 
breadwinner to Bird. 

Ms. Myrick said the main 
difference between “black” drama 
. I 


and its white counterpart is the 
subject matter and the intensity 
with which it is dealt. Black drama 
cannot be written by a white 
playwright for black actors; it must 
be by a black with black actors 
in order to truely portray the black 
experience. 

“There is a distinct rhythmic 
pattern that is uniquely black,” Ms. 
Myrick added 

“The Idea of Ancestry" and 
Phillip Dean’s “Sty of the Blind Pig" 
are the only two black plays in which 


The Henry Ford Museum of 
Dearborn has added an extra 
concert to its theater calendar with 
the scheduling of a special 
performance by organ virtuoso John 
Muri at 3 p.m.

Much of 
his concert will be devoted to songs 
written by Detroit composer 
Richard Whiting, including “Beyond 
the Blue Horizon" and “Hooray for 
Hollywood."

My hash 
browns arrived hot, cooked to just 
the right consistency with a golden 
crustiness to both sides.

Time to remodel 


Beat blahs with changes 


Home Improvement 


The winter blahs have set in and 
many Western Wayne County 
residents have reached the limit of 
“staring at four walls”. But now is 
the time to start thinking of 
changing those walls through home 
improvement. 

Whether it’s brick-style panelling 
or cedar boards, a dab of paint or 
colorful wallpaper, some indoor 
work during the winter works 
wonders on chasing the winter 
blahs. 

Take, for instance, the basement 
or attic. 

There’s scant excuse these days 
for ignoring basement and attic 
space that is only a modest 
remodeling away from fulfilling its 
potential for pleasant living. 

With some thoughtful planning, a 
few- hundred dollars worth of lumber 
and other materials, and admittedly 
quite a few weekends, the home 
handyman can save fully half the 

Storage 
clears up 
'clutter' 

A family room that really 
functions is an “action alley,’’ where 
clutter can clog the traffic, if its 
diverse paraphernalia isn’t kept 
cleared away when not in use. 

The remedy, of course, is storage, 
and enough of it. With today’s range 
of family interests, cabinets and 
shelving must be tailored to each 
kind of gear and materials. There 
must be a designated place for each, 
else it can’t be found quickly, and 
spontaneity is spoiled. 

Much space can be wasted, if it 
isn’t allocated by size and shape for 
the different equipment. Unless 
storage is planned with utmost care, 
it may become a wasteful jumble. 
Detail sketches down to fractions, 
with even the sequence for installing 
the pieces, will pay off in time saved 
when sawdust begins to fly. 

Generally, the uprights go in full 
height and first, horizontals and 
bracing next. Shelving supports, 
whether cleats or recessed vertical 
tracks for adjustable brackets, are 
easier to install before assembly. 

Doors go on last; otherwise they’d 
be in the handyman’s way. 

The completed cabinets will 
dominate the room, so make them a 
visual asset as well. Go one 
handsome step further than the 
typical sheet paneling by facing the 
cabinets with a solid prestige wood, 
such as western red cedar. 


contracted cost-and do absolute 
wonders with that idle, unfinished 
space. 

Transformed now into a party 
room, or perhaps a bedroom with 
bath, that improvement will pay off 
in greater fun and comfort for 
family, admiration of friends and 
eventually greater value at resale 
time. 

From the start, don’t sacrifice 
quality and elegance Solid wood 
paneling brings richness and 
warmth to a party room more 
convincingly than most decors, 
including the now f popular super- 
graphics. 


A trim wet bar tucks away neatly 
beneath an open stairway as part of 
a lower-level finished project. The 
room and bar are clad in Select 
Knotty western red cedar, while a V- 
joint in smooth 1- by 6-inch boards 


A favorite paneling is western red 
cedar. Its rich tan-to-brown hues 
require no finish at all, though often 
a clear sealer or liquid wax is 
applied for easier dusting. 

One new basement room achieved 
a lively, inviting air with 6-inch 
cedar boards, applied to all walls 
and complemented by hard floor 
covering in a brick pattern, plus 
contrasting scatter rugs. 

A wet bar enclosed in the same 
cedar is tucked under the stairs, out 
of the way for dancing or games. 
Fortunately, water and disposal 
lines were only 2 feet away in the 
wall. 


lends a touch of order to the random 
knot pattern. Clear sealer heightens 
the tan to brown hues of the cedar, 
and is complimented by the 
stairway, made of Douglas fir. 


The open stairway of fir became a 
design element, with carpeted 
treads and clear finish applied to the 
wood. All peneling is vertical, except 
for the diagonal lines adjacent to the 
bar, and its V-joints lend some order 
to the random knot pattern. 

Joists and decking that support 
the floor above were left exposed as 
a beamed celing In this situation, 
the remodeler who fincte this too 
busy-looking with beams only 16 
inches apart can close in the ceiling 
with paneling. 

Basic rules for basement finishing 
include dry foundation walls and 
floor, even during heavy rains 
Flowing leaks must be stopped, and 
surface dampness sealed out. 

Pieces of lumber, called furring in 
the walls and sleepers on floors, 
must separate paneling and flooring 
from masonry. Treated pieces are 
preferred 

Soaring heating costs make 
insulation even in a basement room 
well worthwhile. To create cavities 
for blanket or poured insulation, 
studs can be used, instead of the 
usual 1-inch furring strips. 

Or consider using a brick facade to 
change the appearance of your 
living room or to capture a rustic 
look in a family room 

A new wallcoverine that looks like 
aged brick, but actually is sturdy 
hardboard panelling, now is 
available for do-it-yourselfers 

New' from the Masonite Corp., this 
distinctive Brick Design paneling 
duplicates the nostalgic charm of 
rustic brick Irregular chipped 
comers, broken edge effects and an 
eroded, weathered appearance have 
been reproduced in detail and 
texture. 

Even hand grouted mortar lines, 
that separate the staggered 
“bricks” duplicate the detail of the 
original. 

In combination with the staggered 
brick effect, the panels incorporate 
the cut brick edging technique. With 
cut-brick edging half briks are 
spaced in alternating rows along a 
panel edge. The other half of the 
brick appears on the abutting panel. 
This technique permits the panels to 
be joined together with a much less 
noticeable break in the brick 
pattern. 

Brick Design paneling is available 
in three colors to fit most home 
decorating needs Red Brick Design 
combines traditional rich red bricks 
with a black mortar effect, while 
Tan Brick duplicates mellow, lightly 
colored brick with brown mortaring. 
White Brick captures the rugged 
character of painted old brick. 

Installation of the hardboard 
paneling is easy, even for the novice 
do-it-yourselfer. Sheets of V 4 -inch 
thick paneling are attached to any 
smooth wall surface with ordinary 
woodworking tools. No complicated 
cutting, seaming of jointing 
necessary. 



Do it in cedar 


Outgrowing your 
Consider moving 

If your family is outgrowing your home, don’t 
start thinking about moving out. Instead, think 
about moving down ... to the basement, that is. 

Because of its size, the basement often is the ideal 
location for a “new addition”, in this case a family 
room that has something for everyone— television, 
dining and study areas, refreshment bar, sports 
center and plenty of storage space. 

An attractive, comfortable and functional room 
that fulfills a variety of family needs and 
requirements was fashioned from a 22- by 31-foot 
basement area. Do-it-yourselfer materials were 
used transforming the basement into well-defined 
smaller areas for specialized activities. 

When the project began, typical concrete floors, 
cement block walls steel posts, exposed pipes, 
electric lines and ducts were very much in 
evidence. What finally emerged was a home within 
a home— a large multi-purpose room that radiates 
warmth and charm. 

Each area was planned for privacy. The 
television viewing area, for example, was 
separated from the table tennis area. 

Entertainment, hobby and study areas were 
delineated, and plenty of storage provided. 

Walls throughout the family room were covered 
with Masonite brand driftwood paneling, a light 
colored wall covering with dark, deep dimensional 
graining. The durable prefinished hardboard 
paneling is easy to install and cleans easily with a 
damp cloth. 

The paneling was applied to furring strips with 
adhesive. Nailing also can be used. A vapor barrier 
was installed over the cement blocks, and the 
furring strips were applied with concrete nails 

The Masonite brand paneling was used effectively 
to box in one steel post and to build a closet and 
storage unit around another. Matching moldings 
were used to provide the finishing to the job. 

A suspended ceiling hid duct work, plumbing and 
electrical wiring, and incorporated in the tile 
installation was recessed fiourescent lighting. 

The vinyl flooring needed only glue along the 
edges for a professionally installed look 

Every family rooms needs a “refreshment 
center” and this basement was no exception. A 
compact little galley, equipped for maximum 
entertaining efficiency, held everything, but a full- 
sized range The bar, which is fitted with a plastic

Death interrupts 
a career

This is one kind of column that sports editors would prefer not to 
write. 

But, where there is life it inevitably follows there will be death. 
And death shocked this community last week by clamining the 
life of 19-year-old Greg Emery, a versatile athlete who led Garden 
City East in basketball, football and baseball. 

Emery, who made our All-Area teams in basketball and baseball 
two years ago, was fatally injured early last Wednesday morning 
when his panel truck crashed into another vehicle on the icy Ford 
Freeway near the Lodge freeway near Roseville. 

His death brough a hish to the Northwest Suburban Conference 
where the young lad was a prominent figure for more than three 
years. 

Greg’s unique athletic ability made him a superior athlete and 
his peers respected him on and off the court, the gridiron and 
baseball diamond. 

“Greg had the kindest personality, was the easiest youngster to 
coach that has every been on any of my teams,” said Billy Joe 
Young, who heads East’s baseball and basketball teams. ‘‘We still 
can’t believe that he is gone.” 

Emery was only one of two East players to ever score 1,000 or 
more points in basketball. He finished his career with 1,061, second 
only to former all-stater Dave Jackson’s output. 

In 1975, the 6-3^, 190 pound Emery, who threw and batted left 
handed, hit .321 and posted a 6-1 won-lost pitching record in leading 
the Panthers to their first Northwest Suburban Conference 
baseball championship. 

In football, Coach Gary Humphrey utilized the sturdy young 
athlete as an end both on defense as well as offense. 

“There wasn’t anyone who didn’t like Greg Emery,” Coach 
Young added. “His personality was such that he had a tremendous 
magnetism towards people. Everything was fun for him.” 

Ironically, Greg was killed making a delivery to a store 
approximately a half-mile from the house in which his father had 
lived as a high school baseball star. 

Greg father, Joe, was signed by the Detroit Tigers back in the 
early 1950s and played in the Triple A, Syracuse and International 
League before ending his career. 

One will never know now just how good athletically Greg Emery 
would have been in college if death didn’t intercept him on that 
freeway in this coldest of winters, but he has left an indelible mark 
on the local sports scene. 

And life will and must go on. 

At Romulus, the student body and administration are preparing 
to honor one of its greats, Johnny Long, a former all-stater eager 
who is being groomed as an All-American at the University of 
Detroit. 

Friday night is “Johnny Long Nite” at Romulus and the 
sharpshooting forward will be presented a plaque during halftime 
ceremonies of the Romulus-Detroit Northwestern basketball game 

“Johnny Long is one of the finest basketball players ever to 
graduate from this high school,” said Jesse Meriweather, the 
Eagles’ head cage coach. “And, by setting aside a night for him

BUDGET SAVERS 


Get the midweek habit of shop- 
ping your newspaper’s ad for all 
it’s worth, for this is one of the 
greatest time and moneysavers. 
Find out what meats, fresh 
produce, frozen foods, and 
staples are on special, then work 
them into your weekend meals. 
Before you start out, plan your 
menus completely enough to 
guide you in making up a shop- 
ping list. Jot down items by 
departments to save steps and 
avoid forgetting anything. Amd 
remember to take your list with 
you. 

Take time to read labels and 
compare brands, grades, and 
sizes, for here are the keys to 
many savings. 

Learn to recognize a “feature 
special” and take advantage of 
it. If it’s an item you use often, or 
it keeps well and you have 
storage space, it is a good food 
investment. 

Consider ready-to-heat foods, 
for some cost less than those 
made at home. 

Buy according to your storage 
space. Family-size bags of 
frozen foods are economical but 
do not hold well in the ice-cube 
compartment of a refrigerator. 
Bear in mind how much your 
family will eat. A small can is 
often the best choice for a 
twosome, for it gives mealtime 
variety and eliminates lef- 
tovers.
